operations—with no mention 
made in the statement about 
bugging. 


“I would think, make, I think 
you could make self-serving 
goddamn statements (unintelli­ 
gible),” Nixon said. “ What I’m 
getting at is, uh, you have got, 
you can put off all the self- 
serving men and they in turn, 
the main thing is the President 
has —then, you see, that basi­ 
cally clears the President 
frankly..;” 


Four days later, Dean gave 
Nixon a full account of the 
planning and cover-up of the 
bugging. Dean said E. Howard 
Hunt- Jr., the former White 
House consultant recently con­ 
victed as a Watergate burglar, 
had demanded $120,000 for sup­ 
port and legal fees, and eventu­ 
ally, he said, blackmail de­ 
mands “are going to cost, uh, a 
million dollars over the next, 
uh, two years.” 


The tape shows that Nixon 
paused several moments and 
then said: “We could get that.” 
A short time later, Nixon said 
quickly, “ Well, for C hrist’s 
sake, get it.” 


At the end of the conversa­ 
tion, Nixon complimented Dean 
on developing “the right plan” 
for handling Watergate prior to 
the 1972 presidential election, 
adding: “You contained it.” 


“Now after the election we’ve 
got to have another plan, be­ 
cause we can’t have, for four 
years, we can’t have this thing 
—you’re going to be eaten 
away. We can’t do it,” Nixon 
said. 


Early in the conversation, 
Nixon said he could not under­ 
stand what the motivation was 
for the break-in at the Demo­ 
cratic national offices in the 
Watergate. He pointed out he 
had just returned from his trip 
to Russia and the Democrats 
were about to nominate Sen. 
George S. McGovern for the 
presidency. 
“ I mean, for Christ's sakes, I 
mean, what the hell were we—I 
mean I can see doing it earlier 
but I mean, now let me say,” 
Nixon said. “I can see the 
pressure, but I don’t see why 
all the pressure would have 
been around then.”

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) — A hand-written note 
saying “I can’t take it anymore, please forgive 
me,” was the strongest piece of evidence police 
had today to explain the apparent 
suicide of a 29-year-old woman at 
the home of singer AI Green. 
Capt. William Maley of the Shelby 
County Sheriff’s Department said 
an investigation was continuing in 
the gunshot death of Mrs. Mary 
Woodson, 29, of Madison, N. J. He 
said charges could still be filed in 
the bizarre case. 
Green, 27, told police Mrs. Wood­ 
son, a married mother of three whom he had 
been dating, dumped a pan of scalding hot grits 
on him as he was leaving the bathtub at his 
country home, and then apparently shot herself in 
his bedroom. Police said Green told them he had 
met Mrs. Woodson earlier in the evening and 
invited her to stay at his home. 
“After we complete the investigation,” Maley 
said, “the facts will be presented to the Shelby 
County attorney general and he will decide then 
whether it will go before a grand jury.” 
Maley said an autopsy on Mrs. Woodson’s body, 
with the approval of her husband, was conducted 
late yesterday. 
The soul singer, who has had a string of five 
gold records, was hospitalized with second degree 
burns on his back, arm and stomach.

When normal six per cent 
interest is added, it is expected 
the IRS bill will be over $1 
million. 
Rockefeller 
said he 
would pay the bill in a ‘‘lump 
sum ” when he receives it. 


There is no penalty assessed 
by the IRS for such settle­ 
ments. 


Rockefeller said he agreed to 
pay the additional taxes for the 
years 1969 through 1973 after 
the IRS declined to allow major 
deductions for business expen­ 
ses. ch aritab le contributions 
and repayment of a loan to a 
Venezuelan bank. 


This is a normal audit that 
goes on every year for someone 
with as big an income — it’s 
happened to Nelson every year 
since —forever,” said Rockefel­ 
ler’s press secretary Hugh Mor­ 
row. “ IRS auditors are with us 
practically the year round.” 


The extra taxes include $820,- 
718 in income taxes for the past 
five years and $83,000 in gift 
taxes for the past two and a 
half years, Rockefeller said in a 
letter to the chairmen of the 
two congressional committees 
handling his nomination as vice 
president. 


The two comm mittes have 
gotten some 40 auditors from 
the IRS and the Joint Tax 
Committee to make an exhaus­ 


tive study of the former gover­ 
nor’s income tax returns. Their 
final report will be ready by the 
end of the month. 


The former governor of New 
York said that he had agreed to 
the IRS taking extra time to 
review his 1969 and 1970 taxes, 
although under federal law the 
taxpayer's liability ends after 
three years. 


Rockefeller said the extra 
taxes included $104,180 for the 
year 1970 —‘‘the only year in 
which I had not previously paid 
a federal income tax.” 


He said the additional pay­ 
ment will increase his total tax 
bill in the past 10 years from 
$21.7 million to $22.6 million. In 
his lifetime he has paid a total 
of $69 million in taxes, he said.

BOSTON (UPI) - A Massa­ 
chusetts judge, in an unprece­ 
dented decision, has ruled that 
inmates at state prisons are 
eptitléd to absentee ballots. 


Massachusetts Supreme Judi­ 
cial Court Judge Herbert p 
Wilkins yesterday ruled that 
inmates at state correctional 
institutions who are registered 
voters .in their hometowns must 
be granted requests for absen­ 
tee ballots. 


The decisión was made in a 
suit brought against Secretary 
of State John F.X. Davoren by 
the Prisoners Rights Project on 
behalf of all inmates who are. 
registered and otherwise quali­ 
fied to vote. An attorney for «iff» 
inmates said about 200 prison* 
ers wduld be able to vote in tsir 
Nov. 5 general election becau»*> 
of the decision. 
Wilkens 
noted 
that unlike 
many states, inmates in Massa­ 
chusetts are not stripped of 
their constitutional right upon 
cQnvietion. He agreed with at­ 
torneys for the prisoners who 
argued the men were deprived 
of their constitutional right be­ 
cause they were unable to leave 
the prison to vote, or receive air 
absentee ballot due to a state 
law. 
He declared unconstitutional 
a provision of the state election 
law that barred prison inmates 
from receiving absentee bal­ 
lots. The court ruled, however, 
that the right to such ballots did 
not extend to statewide primary . 
elections or national contests.

Sausalito Terminal Plans Shown 


Plans for a radically rede­ 
signed Sausalito ferry terminal 
were presented yesterday along 
with a prediction by its archi­ 
tect that the Nov. 5 election will 
give the Sausalito city council a 
majority of members favoring 
a permanent downtown term in­ 
al. 


Roland B. Mays, whose firm 
designed the terminal, present­ 
ed the plans at a meeting of the 
Golden Gate Bridge D istrict’s 
building and operating commit­ 
tee.

Directors halted work on the

New Hospital 


A citizens advisory commit­ 
tee has decided that Southern 
Sonoma needs a new hospital.

There is a lot of history in 
Larkspur, and a group of wom­ 
en in that city is working to 
preserve it. 
The women are members of 
the Larkspur Heritage Commit­ 
tee, which evolved from a beau­ 
tification committee established 
by Mayor Joan Sestak, when 
she was elected to the Larkspur 
City Council in 1972. 
The beautification project be­ 
gan with money left over from 
her campaign. Merchants add­ 
ed money to the fund, and trees 
were 
planted 
on 
Larkspur’s 
streets. Next the City Hall was 
painted. The Lions Club gave 
money for benches placed at 
the city’s bus stops. 
To decorate the spruced up 
city hall the committee began 
collecting old photographs. 
They bought frames at flea 
markets and painted them with 
the paint left over from city 
hall 
But the photographs're­ 
quired captions, which required 
research, and the research is 
what got the women interested 
in history. 
In April the Larkspur Heri­ 


tage Committee was formed, 
and Nancy Curley was appoint­ 
ed chairman. Its first project 
was the photo display, and an 
open house and old timers tea 
w’as given at city hall to intro­ 
duce the picture gallery. 
Next they began interviewing 
the long time residents and 
delving through vaults, where 
old 
maps and papers are 
stored 
Finding homes, struc­ 
tures and sites with historical 
significance the committee be­ 
gan developing a self guiding 
walking tour of downtown Lark­ 
spur. 
Directions for the tour in the 
form of a brochure will be 
ready for the Larkspur mer­ 
chant’s annual open house on 
Nov. 3. 
The tour will take the aver­ 
age walker an hour and has 20 
points of interest. It begins with 
an historical marker placed by 
the committee on a site which 
has been a Miwok Indian burial 
ground, government sawmill, 
the Bickerstaff family home 
and later the Doherty family 
home Included on the tour are 


the old Larkspur tram station, 
Niven Nursery, pioneer Charlie 
Rice’s home and site of his 
livery stable, the Blue Rock

Ship builder Karsten Bemick 
is a pillar of his upright com­ 
munity, but a termite eaten 
pillar at best, doing nothing 
except for some social advan­ 
tage.

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Mart On Verge 
Of Solid Climb? 


NEW YORK (UPI) - There 
was a growing feeling on Wall 
Street this week the stock mar­ 
ket, which has been in a decline 
all year and in a steep slide 
since August, may be on the 
verge of a solid climb. 
With the exception of the Dow 
Jones industrial average, which 
tost 3.29 to 654.88 for the week, 
all other indocators pointed 
higher. 
Turnover totaled 82,887,875 
shares, against 95,729,255 last 
week and 90,639,785 in the com­ 
parable week a year ago. 
Standard and Poor’s 500-stock 
index, a broader indicator than 
(he Dow, rose 1.14 to 72.28. The 
New York Stock Exchange 
common stock index gained 0.56 
to 38.05. 
And advances topped de­ 
clines, 1,016 to 743, among the 
issues crossing the tape for the 
week. 
The main reason the Dow 
bucked the trend was sharp 
losses in DuPont and Eastman 
Kodak, two of its major compo­ 
nents. 
DuPont lost 8 points to 100 for 
the week, including a 6 (4-point 
loss yesterday after the firm 
pleaded no contest, with seven 
other dye manufacturers, to 
charges of conspiring to drive 
out competition. 
Kodak lost 4 Vg to 69 % on 
839,200 shares traded, making it 
the fourth most active issue for 
the week. Kodak reported third 
quarter earnings of $1 a share, 
compared with $1.16 a year 
ago. Also, a major advisory 
house dropped the stock from 


its list. 
Wall Street’s optimistic feel­ 
ing according to many analysts, 
was born last week when the 
Dow, the closely watched blue- 
chip indicator, gained a record 
73.61 points in the best weekly 
advance in Big Board history. 
That rally, sparked by a de­ 
cline in interest rates and a 
show of some confidence in 
President Ford’s economic pro­ 
gram, earned into the early 
part of this week, before profit 
taking stopped the advance. 
The profit taking, according 
to most observers, was predict­ 
able in light of the huge gains 
the market had been making. 
“ The market is entitled to a 
rest,” was a common statement 
among analysts. 
“ Many investors just sat 
back for a while to rest and see 
what they would do next,” one 
analyst said. Most felt the mar­ 
ket, prior to the rally, was 
oversold and that there was 
“ plenty of money around to 
invest.” The hope on troubled 
Wall Street is the time is now. 
The Dow fell a total of 31.21 
points during the profit taking 
Tuesday and Wednesday. While 
most analysts said the retreat 
was normal, many showed 
some concern over Kodak’s and 
other disappointing earnings re­ 
ports. 
Upjohn lost 7 % for the week 
after reporting third quarter 
earnings of 61 cents a share, 
compared with 57 cents the 
year before. Again, company 
officials said inflation was a 
factor.

Mart On Verge 
Of Solid Climb? 


NEW YORK (UPD - There 
was a growing feeling on Wall 
Street this week the stock mar­ 
ket, which has been in a decline 
all year and in a steep slide 
since August, may be on the" 
verge of a solid climb. 
With the exception of the Dow 
Jones industrial average, which 
tost 3.29 to 654.88 for the week, 
all 
other 
indocators 
pointed 
higher. 
Turnover totaled 82,887,875 
shares, against 95,729,255 last 
week and 90,639,785 in the com­ 
parable week a year ago. 
Standard and Poor’s 500-stock 
index, a broader indicator than 
the Dow, rose 1.14 to 72.28. The 
New York Stock Exchange 
common stock index gained 0.56 
to 38.05. 
And advances topped de­ 
clines, 1,016 to 743, among the 
issues crossing the tape for the 
week. 
The main reason the Dow 
bucked the trend was sharp 
losses in DuPont and Eastman 
Kodak, two of its major compo­ 
nents. 
DuPont lost 8 points to 100 for 
the week, including a 6 ^-point 
loss yesterday after the firm 
pleaded no contest, with seven 
other dye manufacturers, 
to 
charges of conspiring to drive 
out competition. 
Kodak lost 4 % to 69 % on 
839,200 shares traded, making it 
the fourth most active issue for 
the week. Kodak reported third 
quarter earnings of $1 a share, 
compared with $1.16 a year 
ago. Also, a major advisory 
house dropped the stock from 


its list. 
: 
Wall Street’s optimistic feel­ 
ing according to many analysts*. 
was born last week when the 
Dow, the closely watched blue- 
chip indicator, gained a record ; 
73.61 points in the best weekly ; 
advance in Big Board history. 
That rally, sparked by a de­ 
cline in interest rates and a 
show of some confidence in 
President Ford’s economic pro­ 
gram, carried into the early 
part of this week, before profit 
taking stopped the advance. 
The profit taking, according 
to most observers, was predict­ 
able in light of the huge gains : 
the market had been making. 
“The market is entitled to a 
rest,” was a common statement 
among analysts. 
“ Many investors just sat 
back for a while to rest and see 
what they would do next,” o n e . 
analyst said. Most felt the mar­ 
ket, v prior to the rally, was 
oversold and that there was 
“plenty of money around to 
invest.” The hope on troubled 
Wall Street is the time is now. 
The Dow fell a total of 31.21 
points during the profit taking 
Tuesday and Wednesday.

— The Doctors' Town 


DR. LEO L. Stanley has not 
really lived in Marin County 
forever; it just seems that way. 
Actually, he did not come to 
Marin until 1912, after he grad­ 
uated from old Cooper Medical 
College in San Francisco. But 
that was 62 years ago. 
He started as assistant physi­ 
cian at San Quentin Prison. He 
lasted only 39 years there, re­ 
tiring in 1951. That was nearly 
a quarter of a century ago. 
One would expect that oT Doc 
by now would think of Marin as 
home, where his roots are. 


But he still retains strong ties 
to his former home, the village 
of San Miguel, in the shadow of 
old Mission San Miguel. Each 
year, 
San 
Miguel 
oldtimers 
gather in the village park for a 
picnic-barbecue. This year, Doc 
Stanley made his pilgrimmage 
to the old home town as usual. 
More than a 100 oldtimers were 
there — more than 30 of them 
were, like Doc, over 80. 


IN 1890, when the Stanley 
family arrived there from their 
former home in Oregon, San 
Miguel was a thriving agricul­ 
tural community. 


As ol’ Doc recalls it: “Land 
values and other advantages 
had been widely advertised by 
the railroad, which had pushed 
up the Salinas Valley to San 
Luis Obispo. Cattle from the 
luscious western coastal range 
were driven to the railhead. 
Ten and 12-jerkline team s with 
two to three huge freight wag­ 
ons brought wheat and barley 
to the warehouses from the 
productive rolling hills to the 
east. All roads led to San Mig­ 
uel. There were three two-story 
hotels . . . Thirteen saloons 
were ever ready to slake the 
thirst of cowboys and team s­ 
ters who came to town. There 
were five churches in San Mig­ 
uel . . . Three houses of ill 
repute had their share of busi­ 
ness.” 


As Doc says, it was a thriv­ 
ing community. 


Eight years later, disaster 
stuck. 
“A terribly dry year stuck 
the Salinas Valley in 1898. No 
rain fell. No grass sprouted. 
Livestock died by the thou­ 
sands 
from 
starvation. 
The 
once wonderful, rich and pro­ 
ductive country really dried up. 
Anyone who could, moved out. 


San Miguel became a deserted 
village and did not ever fully 
recover, even with the return of 
the good years.” 
One can readily see how San 
Miguel would be proud of Doc 
Stanley, 
the local 
boy who 
made good as a doctor and 
gained national recognition for 
his accomplishments. 


MARIN OLDTIMERS re ­ 
member Dr. Frank A. Lowe, 
who retired and moved away a 
few years ago, after he seem­ 
ingly had spent a lifetime here 
in the county. 


Like Doc Stanley, he, too, 
had roots elsewhere. He gradu­ 
ated from medical school in 
Southern California and came 
to Marin via San Francisco. 


He, too, attends the oldti­ 
m ers’ barbecues in San Miguel, 
because he, too, lived there as 
a boy and went to school during 
San 
Miguel’s prime decade, 
prior to 1900. Lowe was born on 
a ranch near there. His mother 
taught school there. 


Like Doc Stanley, Dr. Lowe 
still leads an active life, al­ 
though retired from medicine. 


Doctors Stanley and Lowe 
had four other San Miguel con­ 
temporaries who attended San 
Miguel gram m ar school in the 
1890s and went on to distin­ 
guished medical careers. 
Three were the W ayland 
boys, Charley, Clyde and Ray, 
now all deceased. C harley 
served as personal physician 
for Mrs. Leland Stanford. Ray 
attended W illiam Randolph 
Hearst. 
The other was Alvin Hillis 
Wilmar, who still lives only 
nine miles from San Miguel. He 
has been retired nearly a 
quarter of a century. In his 
medical prime, he attended Jan 
Ignace Paderewski. 
“No doctors came from that 
locality before and none have 
come from it since.” Doc Stan­ 
ley observes. 
“That they all grew up to­ 
gether in that tiny town of 500 
between 1890 and 1900 is, to say 
the least, unusual, unique, out 
of the ordinary, amazing, re­ 
markable and worthy of note.” 
No wonder that after more 
than 60 years in Marin, Doc 
Stanley still feels his roots are 
somewhere else.

But there are similarities 
between conditions in the United States 
on this eve of a mid-term election and 
conditions in the United States two weeks 
before the 1930 mid-term election. 
The similarities include a sharp decline 
in value on the stock market and the 
beginnings of an economic recession, 
including a rise in unemployment. 


DISSIMILARITIES are two. The eco­ 
nomic recession is accompanied and 
therefore made more complex by ram­ 
pant inflation. And the attitude of the 
Republican leadership is at least rhetori­ 
cally the opposite of what it was in 1930. 
Back in those bleak days, as the 
country was sliding down into the depths 
of the Great Depression, President Hoo­ 
ver worried about the plight of the poor 
and the increasing number of unem­ 
ployed. But the most it occurred to him 
to do about their misery was to ask for a 
charity drive. There was such a drive, 
and it raised $15 million at a time when 
unemployment was moving toward 10 
million. The sum of $1.50 a head was of 
little help. Direct federal relief of any 
kind was considered unthinkable, even 
immoral. Unemployment compensation 
did not exist. 
Democrats proposed a $2-billion public 
works program to provide emergency 
employment. Mr. Hoover called it “the 
most gigantic pork barrel ever perpetrat­ 
ed on the American people.” 


MR. HOOVER would have done more 
than was done had he been free to pursue 
his own humanitarian inclinations. But he 
was restrained by Andrew Mellon, his 
secretary of the treasury and the strong­ 
est man in the cabinet. 
Mr. Mellon wanted the depression to go 
unchecked and unrelieved right down to 
the economic bottom, arguing that “peo­ 
ple will work harder, live a moral life 
and that “value will be adjusted, and 
enterprising people will pick up the 
wrecks from less competent people.” 


STROUT IN WASHINGTON 


The only kind of anti-depression mea­ 
sure Mr. Hoover was willing to accept 
was a bill establishing a Reconstruction 
Finance Corp. which was empowered to 
lend money at low interest rates to 
railroads, banks, insurance companies 
and industrial corporations. That was 
permissible. 
In theory, aid to business would trickle 
down to the poor in the form of jobs. It 
did prevent many a bankruptcy and thus 
mitigated the depression. 


ANDREW MELLON, and even Mr. 
Hoover, would be shocked by most of the 
measures proposed to Congress last week 
by Republican President Gerald Ford. 
Whether they will be effective in staunch­ 
ing the inflation and checking the reces­ 
sion is beside the point here. Most critics 
seem to think they do not go far enough 
and will have little real impact on the 
economy. But at least they do aim at 
relieving unemployment and human mis­ 
ery'. And they do aim at stimulating the 
economy where it is in most trouble. 
The Republican attitudes toward de­ 
pression and human misery in 1930 had a 
sharp effect on the mid-term elections of 
that year. The Republicans lost 44 seats 
in the House of Representatives, and 
control of the House. The Democrats 
elected John Garner as speaker of the 
House and began to lay the groundwork 
for what was later to become the New 
Deal. 


DEMOCRATS ALREADY control both 
House and Senate by comfortable mar­ 
gins, but not by the two-thirds necessary 
to override a veto. If Republican losses in 
November should equal Republican loss­ 
es in 1930, the Democrats would come 
very close to having a two-thirds majori­ 
ty in both houses. 
Unless President Ford can pull a politi­ 
cal miracle during the next two weeks, it 
does look as though Keven Phillips may 
have to revise his theory of “The Emerg­ 
ing Republican Majority” (published by 
Arlington House, 1969, dedicated to “its 
two principal architects: President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon and Atty.

DR. LEO L. Stanley has not 
really lived in Marin County 
forever; it just seems that way. 
Actually, he did not come to 
Marin until 1912, after he grad­ 
uated from old Cooper Medical 
College in San Francisco. But 
that was 62 years ago. 
He started as assistant physi­ 
cian at San Quentin Prison. He 
lasted only 39 years there, re­ 
tiring in 1951. That was nearly 
a quarter of a century ago. 
One would expect that ol’ Doc 
by now would think of Marin as 
home, where his roots are. 
But he still retains strong ties 
to his former home, the village 
of San Miguel, in the shadow of 
old Mission San Miguel. Each 
year, San 
Miguel oldtimers 
gather in the village park for a 
picnic-barbecue. This year, Doc 
Stanley made his pilgrimmage 
to the old home town as usual. 
More than a 100 oldtimers were 
there — more than 30 of them 
were, like Doc, over 80. 


IN 1890, when the Stanley 
family arrived there from their 
former home in Oregon, San 
Miguel was a thriving agricul­ 
tural community. 
As ol’ Doc recalls it: “Land 
values and other advantages 
had been widely advertised by 
the railroad, which had pushed 
up the Salinas Valley to San 
Luis Obispo. Cattle from the 
luscious western coastal range 
were driven to the railhead. 
Ten and 12-jerkline teams with 
two to three huge freight wag­ 
ons brought wheat and barley 
to the warehouses from the 
productive rolling hills to the 
east. All roads led to San Mig­ 
uel. There were three two-story 
hotels . . . Thirteen saloons 
were ever ready to slake the 
thirst of cowboys and teams­ 
ters who came to town. There 
were five churches in San Mig­ 
uel . . . Three houses of ill 
repute had their share of busi­ 
ness.” 
As Doc says, it was a thriv­ 
ing community. 
Eight years later, disaster 
stuck. 
“A terribly dry year stuck 
the Salinas Valley in 1898. No 
rain fell. No grass sprouted. 
Livestock died by the thou­ 
sands 
from 
starvation. 
The 
once wonderful, rich and pro­ 
ductive country really dried up. 
Anyone who could, moved out. 


San Miguel became a deserted 
village and did not ever fully 
recover, even with the return of 
the good years.” 
One can readily see how San 
Miguel would be proud of Doc 
Stanley, the local boy who 
made good as a doctor and 
gained national recognition for 
his accomplishments. 


MARIN OLDTIMERS re­ 
member Dr. Frank A. Lowe, 
who retired and moved away a 
few years ago, after he seem­ 
ingly had spent a lifetime here 
in the county. 
Like Doc Stanley, he, too, 
had roots elsewhere. He gradu­ 
ated from medical school in 
Southern California and came 
to Marin via San Francisco. 
He, too, attends the oldti­ 
mers’ barbecues in San Miguel, 
because he, too, lived there as 
a boy and went to school during 
San Miguel’s prime decade, 
prior to 1900. Lowe was born on 
a ranch near there. His mother 
taught school there. 
Like Doc Stanley, Dr. Lowe 
still leads an active life, al­ 
though retired from medicine. 
Doctors Stanley and Lowe 
had four other San Miguel con­ 
temporaries who attended San 
Miguel grammar school in the 
1890s and went on to distin­ 
guished medical careers. 
Three were the Wayland 
boys, Charley, Clyde and Ray, 
now all deceased. Charley 
served as personal physician 
for Mrs. Leland Stanford.

The other was Alvin Hillis 
Wilmar, who still lives only 
nine miles from San Miguel.

“No doctors came from that 
localjty before and none have 
come from it since.”

“That they all grew up to­ 
gether in that tiny town of 500 
between 1890 and 1900 is, to say 
the least, unusual, unique, out 
of the ordinary, amazing, re­ 
markable and worthy of note.” 
No wonder that after more 
than 60 years in Marin, Doc 
Stanley still feels his roots are 
somewhere else.

Russians Are Facing Limits 
Of Practical City Expansion

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union is a 
nation of-great expanses. Land carries no 
taxes, rent, or price tag. It is public 
property free of charge, a city planner’s 
dream. 
For half a century, as peasants moved 
to the cities and the urban population 
multiplied five times, Soviet cities simply 
expanded across the fields. 
At the hub of town, planners often left 
one-story buildings standing (housing was 
precious), while they erected rings of 
apartment houses around the city. There 
always seemed to be plenty of room to 
build outward across the plain 
But no more 
City after city has reached limits of 
practical expansion, edging up against 
farmland, recreation zones, or other bar­ 
riers Even in small towns Soviet plan­ 
ners now are tearing down old structures 
to build upward into the sky instead of 
outward over the land. 
It is a new stage, according to the 
government daily, izvestia. a stage that 
dooms small private houses in the cities. 
Surprisingly, one-story homes house 
almost one-quarter of the nation's city 
dwellers. For the private owner-oceu- 
pants, an estimated 40 million urban 
residents, the new stage is trying. 
A letter published recently in Izvestia 
recounted the problems of 20 families 
that live on Chekhov Street in Poltava, a 
city in the Ukraine: 


World War II left Poltava in ruins 
Twenty veterans came back from the 
war to find wives and children huddled in 
barns or cellars. The city had no housing 
for its returning soldiers. It could only 
allot them land 


The 20 families picked up bricks and 
timbers from the wreckage and began to 
build modest shelters with their own 
hands. Their 20 houses became Chekhov 
Street. 


“ We dug uncomplainingly from morn­ 
ing to night," they wrote to Izvestia. “ We 
helped each other. We hauled w ater for 
half a mile away until we built mains and 
power lines ourselves." 
It took many years of saving and 
working to erect the sturdy, one-story, 
brick or brick-faced buildings. 
“ When the cherry trees bloom in the 
spring it is heaven-like, white as snow,” 
wrote Chekhov Street’s 20 families. “ It is 
frightening to think that the bulldozers 
are coming to raze our gardens.” 
In response to the letter, an Izvestia 
writer visited the office of Poltava Mayor 
Vilen Bezverkhny. His waiting room was 
filled with petitioners asking for apart­ 
ment space The city has 13,000 on the 
housing waiting list, and no vacant apart­ 
ments. 
Poltava is growing faster than expect­ 
ed 
Last year it surpassed 250,000, the 
population planned for 1980. 
In one direction city buildings now 
reach as far as a historic battlefield of 
1709, preserved as a national monument. 


like Gettysburg. There they must stop In 
another direction they encroach on the 
famous Poltava black earth fields — land 
so precious that during the occupation 
the Nazis are alleged to have shipped 
trainloads of the soil to Germany. 


So the city fathers say it is time to raze 
the one story homes within city limits 
and build upward. But one-story homes 
supply half of Poltava’s housing. 
As soon as a private house is scheduled 
for demolition, the occupants write let­ 
ters of complaint to the authorities and 
the newspapers. "Universal literacy is 
our nemesis,” cried city architect Iva­ 
nov 
Sometimes the letters of appeal m ar­ 
shal enough support to block condemna­ 
tion proceedings. The architects had to 
postpone Zygin Street demolition 
On 
Makarenko Street they dropped plans for 
one out of three apartment houses 
But what of those who protest and lo$tf'> 
They own their homes, but not the land 
on which the homes stand Only the state 
owns Soviet land. In theory, the owner of 
a condemned house is entitled to mone­ 
tary compensation, removal of the build­ 
ing' to a new site, the right to enter ‘a 
housing cooperative without waiting, or a 
city a'partment. 
In actuality, says Izvestia, the money 
does not buy a new house, builders refuse 
to move the homes, the building co-op 
membership lists are filled up for three 
y ears ahead, and the only effective 
choice is to accept an apartment.

(Skinner* He is fascinated by 
the control that religion has 
over the lives of people,” Elias 
writes. 
Skinner’s principal belief, as 
outlined in his book ‘ Beyond 
Freedom and Dignity,” is an 
attack on the idea of the human 
being as free or autonomous In 
Skinner's view, then, religion is 
unscientific because it has, as 
an underlying principle, the be­ 
lief that the human being is 
free to choose and is responsi­ 
ble for choices made.

known as “behavior modifica­ 
tion.” 
But John L. Elias, professor 
of educational foundations at 
Trenton State College, Trenton, 
N.J., calls the “ almost total 
lack of interest” in Skinner's 
work “ rem arkable.” 
Writing in the current issue of 
“ Religious 
Education.” Elias 
attempts to assess the main 
themes of Skinner’s work and 
suggest some implications it 
might have for religious educa­ 
tors. 
Elias finds Skinner fascinated 
by religion and religious phe­ 
nomena. 
“The religious examples flow 
easily from his pen. Many reli­ 
gious beliefs are given behav­ 
ioristic explanation by him 
(Skinner). He is fascinated by 
the control that religion has 
over the lives of people,” Elias 
writes. 
Skinner’s principal belief, as 
outlined in his book “ Beyond 
Freedom and Dignity,” is an 
attack on the idea of the human 
being as free or autonomous. In 
Skinner’s view, then, religion is 
unscientific because it has, as 
an underlying principle, the be­ 
lief that the human being is 
free to choose and is responsi­ 
ble for choices made.

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Wire Sculpture Kits 
Becoming Profitable

With wire and nails, 38-year-old David 
V. Smith of San Anselmo has built 
himself a satisfying creative art that is 
also a flourishing, profitable business. 
Smith is deep into the craft art of wire 
sculpture, or symography. 
But Smith, and some colleagues, have 
carried wire sculpture one step further 
than their personal creations. 


THEY ARE at the heart of a growing 
business that produces kits from which 
others, less experienced or less talented, 
can nevertheless enjoy the pleasures of 
producing artistic decorative pieces 
through the wrapping of copper or alumi­ 
num wire ai*ound nails driven into a 
backing or mounting. 
The kits are beginning to show up in 
growing numbers at department stores, 
hobby and art shops and gift stores, and 
are selling well. 
David Smith’s involvement is some­ 
times that of designer, sometimes that of 
distributor, or both. 
And for the bearded, long-haired south­ 
erner, who speaks with the drawl of the 
region where he was reared, it all 
provides the satisfaction that comes from 
knowing that, finally, he hit upon the 
thing he had wanted, all along, to be 
doing. 


SMITH was born in Greenville, S.C., 
where he lived with his divorced mother 
and with other relatives. 
“ And as a kid I was deep into art,” he 
says. “I enjoyed creating things.” 
Then somehow, at about his sophomore 
year in high school, his interests veered, 
and he began thinking about becoming a 


anyone to use from the age of 12 up, and 
would in no way compete with our more 
elaborate sculptures.”

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Marin Family Makes

Last year, Bill Perry was feeding 
computers at a large San Francisco 
insurance company and his wife, Pat, 
was whipping up news copy for the 
Independent-Journal 
The couple and their three youngsters 
were making their home in a trim 
Marinwood house, complete with a swim­ 
ming pool, and the Perrys had chosen 
Marin for their permanent home after 
years of Air Force transfers. 


THIS YEAR, however, one can find 
Perry feeding hungry groups of English 
tourists, while his wife whips up scones 
and lemon meringue pies to help fill the 
seemingly endless groups of Yorkshire 
“ holiday-makers.” 
The three children, Chris, Richard and 
Jackie, have given up their blue jeans 
and t-shirts and now wear the blazers 
and neckties of English students until 
they come home to their two-story solid 
Victorian home in a tiny village. 
The big change in the Perrys’ lives 
came about after an almost spur-of-the- 
moment decision by Perry last summer, 
and most of the time, he doesn’t regret it 
nor does his family. 
"Working for yourself, you don’t mind 
working harder,” he said, and as he 
recently told a dairy farmer friend, “at 
the end of the day you have enough 
money for a few beers. ”

What work that was done was 
generally with string, "probably because 
string is chaper, and a lot easier to 
obtain." 


BUT SMITH and his group do nothing 
with string. "To us, wire is a step up 
from string,” he says. ‘‘We’ve noticed 
that many who start with string now 
graduate to working with wire. We just 
skipped that first step and went directly 
into wire." 


And as for the future, "we will just 
take the art form as far as we can from 
the creative standpoint.” 


And along with this objective in their 
own work, they look upon the kits as "an 
opportunity to continue to produce some­ 
thing from which people can achieve 
genuine enjoyment and real benefits." 


Then Smith begins talking enthusiasti­ 
cally of a future kit project combining 
wire sculpture and junk art.

The availability of copper wire, howev­ 
er, fluctuates, and it is sometimes diffi­ 
cult to obtain. 


Regular stainless steel flooring nails 
are used. 


An Island Industries kit in its large, 
colorful box, will contain fabric backing, 
nails, wire, picture hanger, backboard (20 
by 
18 inches), "explicit instructions,” 
nailing pattern and boat hull. 


.ALL KITS by Island and Hann to date 
have had nautical themes, since sailing 
vessels seem to be the overwhelming 
favorite of wire sculptors and wire sculp­ 
ture fans. 


A kit for an 18-by-20 sculpture, that 
sells for $16.95, should provide the pur­ 
chaser with six to 10 hours of pleasant 
preoccupation, "and with something that 
you wind up with that you can be proud 
of." 


"Anyone 
12 or older who carefully 
reads and follows the instructions should 
be able to assemble one of our kits with 
little difficulty," Smith says.

The wire 
is non-tariiishable, and therefore holds its 
sheen and color. 
“ And, contrary to general opinion, wire 
is easier to work with than string. 


The availability, of copper wire, howev­ 
er, fluctuates, and it is . sometimes diffi­ 
cult to obtain. 


Regular stainless steel flooring nails 
are used. 


An Island Industries kit in its large, 
colorful box, will contain fabric backing, 
nails, wire, picture hanger, backboard (20 
by 18 inches), “explicit instructions," 
nailing pattern and boat hull. 


ALL KITS by Island and Hann to date 
have had nautical themes, since sailing 
vessels seem to be the overwhelming 
favorite of wire sculptors and wire sculp­ 
ture fans. 


A kit for an 18-by-20 sculpture, that 
sells for $16.95, should provide the pur­ 
chaser with six to 10 hours of pleasant 
preoccupation, “and with something that 
you wind up with that you can be proud 
of.” 


“ Anyone 12 or older who carefully 
reads and follows the instructions should 
be able to assemble one of our kits with 
little difficulty,” Smith says. 


In their own work, Smith and Scott 
Hann have produced replicas of antique 
cars and airplanes and shipwheels as 
well as the sailing vessels and boats. 


And for a change of pace from the 
usual nautical theme, they plan to turn 
out a kit for a wire sculpture of the 
Golden Gate Bridge. “ Scott is working on 
the patterns right now, and as soon as he 
finishes, I will write the instructions,” 
Smith says.

sort of our thing. But we try to get 
everybody involved, and let everyone 
have a voice.

In wire sculpture, Smith says, they 
have an art form of ancient origins — “ I 
think it must have begun with the old 
Greeks at the time they discovered the 
parabolic line.” 


The use of wire, however, was largely 
forgotten. What work that was done was 
generally with string, “ probably because 
string is chaper, and a lot easier to 
obtain." 


BUT SMITH and his group do nothing 
with string. “To us, wire is a step up 
from string,” he says. “We’ve noticed 
that many who start with string now 
graduate to working with wire. We just 
skipped that first step and went directly 
into wire. ” 


And as for the future, “ we will just

All of this is 
consumed in a freshly renovated cafe 
along the river or outside on an emerald 
green lawn or along the quiet River Esk. 


Numerous pots of tea (each complete 
with its jug of milk and another of hot 
water) along with orange squashes for 
the children wash down the calories, 
quickly leaving a pile of dishes that 
seems monumental to Americans used to 
eating snacks on paper plates. 


Some of the guests rent the new 
“rowing boats” (the old ones had a 
“habit of sinking,” 
Mrs. Perry ex­ 
plained), and others try their skill on the 
putting green or at an English version of 
croquet in which the wickets seem in the 
wrong places to a Californian. 


A few of the tourists (virtually all are 
English and many are from nearby 
industrial areas of Yorkshire) park “car­ 
avans” (house trailers) on the River 
Gardens’ two acres or rent one of the few 
“chalets” (cabins). 


THE FISHING is good at the River 
Esk, and if the guests don't want to go 
out in a boat, they can sit on peaceful 
benches under trees along the river and 
try their luck.

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IN SEARCH OF THE AMERICAN DREAM: Colonies Become "Un-English 
/ / 


(Editor's Note: This is the focrth of 18 articles exploring the theme, In Search 
of the American Dream.

William Penn’s experiment in religious 
jtion of religious conflict, 
toleration in Pennsylvania was novel both 
in terms of deliberate planning and in 
terms of scale. The idea of religious 
freedom had been gradually gaining fa­ 
vor in Europe as men began to tire of 
slaughtering each other in religious war­ 
fare. One of the earliest proponents of the 
idea of religious freedom in New England 
was Roger Williams. 
Banished from Massachusetts because 
of his critfcism of the authorities, Wil­ 
liams had established a new colony in 
Rhode Island, where religious freedom 
was guaranteed. From there, he debated 
the “ Bloody Tenet of Persecution” with 
Massachusett’s Puritan leader John Cot­ 
ton. 


IN GENERAL, however, religious free­ 
dom developed in America for more 
practical reasons. Maryland, for exam­ 
ple, adopted a policy of toleration in 1649 


FOR THE most part, in fact, America 
was originally intended as a haven for 
religious liberty and diversity. A major 
and much praised American value was 
let in, largely out of necessity, by the 
back door. Real utopias make strange 
entrances. 
Another important, and related, char­ 
acteristic of the new societies made a 
similar entry. In advocating colonization, 
Richard Hakluyt had appealed to a self­ 
consciously nationalistic “ English na­ 
tion;” yet ironically, England succeeded 
in establishing colonies which, at least so 
far as the ethnic backgrounds of the 
settlers were concerned, turned out to be 
very un-English. 
In the long run, of course, English 
laws, government, language, and cus­ 
toms prevailed in the new land, partly 
because they arrived first on the scene

out of sheer necessity: Lord Baltimore’s 
Roman Catholic settlers had by that time 
become outnumbered by Protestants. 
There had been some skirmishing but 
no full-scale religious warfare, and it 
became clear the inhabitants of the 
struggling little colony preferred peace to 
combat over the question of enforced 
religious orthodoxy. In similar fashion, 
religious multiplicity compelled adoption 
of the same policy in other colonies. 
Even when a single church was “estab­ 
lished,” as with the Church of England in 
the Southern colonies and the Puritan 
churches in New England, other sects 
were permitted to worship openly. Be­ 
cause the English colonies in America 
were founded relatively late, they largely 
escaped involvement in a European trad- 


and partly because imperial governance 
and social focus remained for so long in 
London. 
Yet the fact remains that by the eve of 
the American Revolution, nearly a ma­ 
jority of the people of the “ English” 
colonies were, by any contemporary defi­ 
nition, not English at all. 


SOME OF the near majority were, to 
be sure, English-speaking, but that they 
were not truly English was equally clear 
to themselves and to truly English set­ 
tlers. There were many Scots and per­ 
haps a similar number of Dutch, the 
latter in New York and New Jersey. 
William Penn’s grand experiment and 
strenuous efforts at recruiting settlers for 
his colony made Pennsylvania one-third 
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German (and, not accidentally, Protes­ 
tant). 
The Calvinist Scotch-Irish, descendants 
of Scots who had colonized in northern 


More than anything else, this fact 
brought a measure of unity out of ethnic 
multiplicity. America was to fulfill, for a 
time, the expectation that England's

Ireland, and ancestors of a tradition of 
religious conflict which remains there to 
this day, also came in great numbers to 
the colonies from Pennsylvania south­ 
wards. And other groups came as well. 
Protestant French (Huguenots), and in 
lesser numbers, Catholic Irish, Jews, 
even Poles. 
Happily for the predominating sorts of 
English who came, they were nearly all 
Christian, heavily of the low-church, 
modified-Calvinist sort 


offspring would be, necessarily, Protes­ 
tant. 


ON THIS COUNT, as on several others, 
the1 Africans were a group apart. Much 
the next largest group to the English, 
they concentrated their settlement, with­ 
out any say in the mafter, in the southern 
half of the English-controlled portion of 
the New World. 


They came, captives, in small numbers 
at first, their status not altogether clear. 


Within several decades, however, during 
the first half of the seventeenth century, 
it had become certain and apparent that 
the Africans in these colonies would be 
accorded a status which conflicted sharp 
ly with important English pretensions. 


One of the major tenets .of English 
pride and indeed of English nationalism 
was that they were themselves the freest 
people in the world: freer, clearly, than 
the Turks and other “infidels” ; and 
much freer, even, than the Spaniards and 
the French. It was perhaps this justifia 
ble consciousness which helped enable 
English settlers to create a social condi 
tion for Africans that ran radically count 
er to English custom and law. 


.AFRICANS, who were by the standards 
of Englishmen neither Christian, civi­ 
lized, nor appropriate in appearance, 
came rapidly to be set apart for a special 
kind of exploitation. 


As Africans came to the American 
colonies in increasing numbers, particu­ 
larly after 1700 — which was, roughly, 
when the other non-English came — 
Englishmen began rapidly to realize that 
their New World lands would not auto­ 
matically be English. 
Indeed, as one Virginian put it, “ I fear 
this Colony will some time or other be 
confirmed by the name of New Guinea.' 
Or, as Benjamin Franklin once described 
Pennsylvania, “New Germany.” 
But while Franklin and others fretted 
about the ethnic composition of America, 
ethnic diversity seemed to be just hap­ 
pening. 


SIR THOMAS MORE’S utopian society 
was developing its own peculiar direc­ 
tions in the New World From Sir Hum­ 
phrey Gilbert’s vantage point on the 
stern-sheets of a fishing smack and from 
Richard Hakluyt’s study chair, the new 
societies would not have been quite as 
Always, of course, with the exception of 
the Africans, whose standing on the 
lowest rung of the social ladder gave the 
English increased status, as African la­ 
bor gave the English increased prosper! 
ty 
Because they prided themselves on 
being a free people, the English settlers 
in America worked out political forms 
conducive to still greater political free 
dom that existed at home 


Once again, though, we must distin­ 
guish between original intentions and 
eventual results. In successfully asking 
for the establishment of representative 
assemblies in each colony, the settlefS 
were far from taking a radical step 
toward adoption of new political institu­ 
tions. 


IF ANYTHING, the establishment of 
representative government in America 
was a conservative step. 


Elective assemblies were meant to 
conserve already existing English liber­ 
ties and institutional practices. (It was no 
accident that New York, the last colony 
to gain an assembly, was the one origi­ 
nally settled 
by another nation, the 
Dutch). 


The attempt to recreate in America 
w'hat was valued in England resulted in 
the political forms which Americans 
came eventually so greatly to value. 
No one realized at the time, of course, 
that by establishing little parliaments id 
America, the settlers were eracting polk-* 
ical institutions which eventually would* 
challenge imperial authority and, in the* 
process of a Revolution, form the basis of 
a federated nation-state. 
The actual practice of politics in the* 
colonies was so ridden by factional bick- • 
ering and so assiduously concerned with 
mundane tasks that no one thought the 
colonists were engaged in a utopian 
project. 


YET WHAT emerged was, by the 
standards of history and the world, a 
utopian dream. Popular self-government 
by means of representative, elective in­ 
stitutions was then and is today a rarity. 
That it had and still has serious flaws is 
obvious. 
But it is also clear that those who 
originally conceived of English settle­ 
ment in America, had lived to see thi$ 
outcome, would have approved. And, as * 
freeborn Englishmen, they would not ‘ 
have been exactly surprised If they were ; 
dreamers, they were among those who * 
seal their dreams by activity.

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IN SEARCH OF THE AMERICAN DREAM: Colonies Become "Un-English 


/ /

William Penn’s experiment in religious 
toleration in Pennsylvania was novel both 
in terms of deliberate planning and in 
terms of scale. The idea of religious 
freedom had been gradually gaining fa­ 
vor in Europe as men began to tire of 
slaughtering each other in religious war­ 
fare. One of the earliest proponents of the 
idea of religious freedom in New England 
was Roger Williams. 
Banished from Massachusetts because 
of his criticism of the authorities, Wil­ 
liams had established a new colony in 
Rhode Island, where religious freedom 
was guaranteed. From there, he debated 
the “Bloody Tenet of Persecution” with 
Massachusett’s Puritan leader John Cot­ 
ton. 


IN GENERAL, however, religious free­ 
dom developed in America for more 
practical reasons. Maryland, for exam­ 
ple, adopted a policy of toleration in 1649 


ition of religious conflict. 


FOR THE most part, in fact, America 
was originally intended as a haven for 
religious liberty and diversity. A major 
and much praised American value was 
let in, largely out of necessity, by the 
back door. Real utopias make strange 
entrances. 
Another important, and related, char­ 
acteristic of the new societies made a 
similar entry. In advocating colonization, 
Richard Hakluyt had appealed to a self­ 
consciously nationalistic “ English na­ 
tion;” yet ironically, England succeeded 
in establishing colonies which, at least so 
far as the ethnic backgrounds of the 
settlers were concerned, turned out to be 
very un-English. 
In the long run, of course, English 
laws, government, language, and cus­ 
toms prevailed in the new land, partly 
because they arrived first on the scene

out of sheer necessity: Lord Baltimore's 
Roman Catholic settlers had by that time 
become outnumbered by Protestants. 
There had been some skirmishing but 
no full-scale religious warfare, and it 
became clear the inhabitants of the 
struggling little colony preferred peace to 
combat over the question of enforced 
religious orthodoxy. In similar fashion, 
religious multiplicity compelled adoption 
of the same policy in other colonies. 
Even when a single church was “estab­ 
lished,” as with the Church of England in 
the Southern colonies and the Puritan 
churches in New England, other sects 
were permitted to worship openly. Be­ 
cause the English colonies in America 
were founded relatively late, they largely 
escaped involvement in a European trad- 


and partly because imperial governance 
and social focus remained for so long in 
London. 
Yet the fact remains that by the eve of 
the American Revolution, nearly a ma­ 
jority of the people of the “English” 
colonies were, by any contemporary defi­ 
nition, not English at all. 


SOME OF the near majority were, to 
be sure, English-speaking, but that they 
were not truly English was equally clear 
to themselves and to truly English set­ 
tlers. There were many Scots and per­ 
haps a similar number of Dutch, the 
latter in New York and New Jersey. 
William Penn’s grand experiment and 
strenuous efforts at recruiting settlers for

More than anything else, this fact 
brought a measure of unity out of ethnic 
multiplicity. America was to fulfill, for a 
time, the expectation that England’s

Ireland, and ancestors of a tradition of 
religious conflict which remains there to 
this day, also came in great numbers to 
the colonies from Pennsylvania south­ 
wards. And other groups came as well. 
Protestant French (Huguenots), and in 
lesser numbers. Catholic Irish, Jews, 
even Poles. 
Happily for the predominating sorts of 
English who came, they were nearly all 
Christian, heavily of the low-church, 
modified-Calvinist sort. 


Offspring would be, necessarily, Protes­ 
tant. 


ON THIS COUNT, as on several others, 
the Africans were a group apart. Much 
the next largest group to the English, 
they concentrated their settlement, with­ 
out any say in the matter, in the southern 
half of the English-controlled portion of 
the New World. 
They came, captives, in small numbers 
at first, their status not altogether clear. 


Within several decades, however, during 
the first half of the seventeenth century, 
it had become certain and apparent that 
the Africans in these colonies would be 
accorded a status which conflicted sharp 
ly with important English pretensions. 
One of the major tenets of English 
pride and indeed of English nationalism 
was that they were themselves the fre«6t 
people in the world: freer, clearly, than 
the Turks and other “ infidels” ; and 
much freer, even, than the Spaniards and 
the French. It was perhaps this justifia­ 
ble consciousness which helped enable 
English settlers to create a social condi 
tion for Africans that ran radically count 
er to English custom and law. 


AFRICANS, who were by the standards 
of Englishmen neither Christian, civi­ 
lized, nor appropriate in appearance, 
came rapidly to be set apart for a special 
kind of exploitation. 
As Africans came to the American 
colonies in increasing numbers, particu­ 
larly after 1700 — which was, roughly, 
when the other non-English came — 
Englishmen began rapidly to realize that 
their New World lands would not auto­ 
matically be English. 
Indeed, as one Virginian put it, “ I fear 
this Colony will some time or other be 
confirmed by the name of New Guinea.” 
Or, as Benjamin Franklin once described 
Pennsylvania, “New Germany.” 
But while Franklin and others fretted 
about the ethnic composition of America, 
ethnic diversity seemed to be just hap­ 
pening. 


SIR THOMAS MORE’S utopian society 
was developing its owm peculiar direc­ 
tions in the New World. From Sir Hum­ 
phrey Gilbert’s vantage point on the 
stern-sheets of a fishing smack and from 
Richard Hakluyt’s study chair* the new 
societies would not have been quite as 
Always, of course, with the exception of 
the Africans, whose standing on the 
lowest rung of the social ladder gave the 
English increased status, as African la­ 
bor gave the English increased prosperi­ 
ty- 
Because they prided themselves on 
being a free people, the English settlers 
in America worked out political forms 
conducive to still greater political free 
dom that existed at home. 


Once again, though, we must distin­ 
guish between original intentions and 
eventual results. In successfully asking 
for the establishment of representative 
assemblies in each colony, the settlehs 
were far from taking a radical step 
toward adoption of new political institu­ 
tions. 


IF ANYTHING, the establishment of 
representative government in America 
was a conservative step. 
Elective assemblies were meant to 
conserve already existing English liber­ 
ties and institutional practices. (It was no 
accident that New York, the last colony 
to gain an assembly, was the one origi­ 
nally settled by another nation, the 
Dutch). 


The attempt to recreate in America 
what was valued in England resulted in 
the political forms which Americans 
came eventually so greatly to value. 
No one realized at the time, of course, 
that by establishing little parliaments id 
America, the settlers were eracting polk- • 
ical institutions which eventually would 
challenge imperial authority and, in the * 
process of a Revolution, form the basis of ’ 
a federated nation-state. 
The actual practice of politics in the 
colonies was so ridden by factional bick- • 
ering and so assiduously concerned with 
mundane tasks that no one thought the 
colonists were engaged in a utopian 
project. 


YET WHAT emerged was, by the 
standards of history and the world, a 
utopian dream. Popular self-government 
by means of representative, elective in­ 
stitutions was then and is today a rarity. 
That it had and still has serious flaws is 
obvious. 
But it is also clear that those who 
originally conceived of English settler 
ment in America, had lived to see this; 
outcome, would have approved. And, a s ’ 
freebom Englishmen, they would n o t' 
have been exactly surprised. If they were , 
dreamers, they were among those who * 
seal their dreams by activity.

We have had occasion before in book 
renew s to dwell upon the remarkable 
ability of many nature-lovers for trans­ 
mitting through the written and spoken 
word their special empathy with other 
living things. 


It is a remarkable coexistence of sensi­ 
tivities, and also a happy one. For it 
permits those of us not so gifted to share 
something of the job that these people 
derjve from their special powers of 
observation and understanding. 


The talent of the American environ­ 
mentalist Edwin Way Teale for convey­ 
ing his affinity for nature, as demonstrat­ 
ed m “A Naturalist Buys an Old Farm ,” 
will surprise no one. That Pulitzer Prize­ 
winner has to his credit a long list of 
delightful works, including the brilliant 
American Seasons series, to his credit. 


More of a surprise is “The Shining 
Levels” and its author, John Wyatt. It is 
Wyatt’s first book, although he has writ­ 
ten frequently for English periodicals and 
newspapers. 
The two men write about places widely 
separated in miles. 
Teale writes about his Trail Wood 
homeplace near the historic Connecticut 
village of Hampton, and where, since 
1959, he and wife Nellie have resided in a 
farmhouse surrounded by what is virtual­ 
ly a wildlife preserve. 
There the Teales have kept watchful 
vigil upon plants, birds, insects and 
animals, adding daily to their store of 
knowledge about wildlife. And “A Natu­ 
ralist Buys an Old Farm ” represents a 
sharing of this knowledge, and of the 
pleasures of 15 years of such observation. 
John Wyatt writes about northern Eng­ 
land’s wild and beautiful Lake Country to 
whence he went as a young man, leaving 
behind a city newspaper job, and where 
today he serves as head warden of the 
Lake District National Park 
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THE BEAUTY of a trail wood in winter is captured in this picture by Edwin W ay Teale, 
whose book "A Naturalist Buys an Old Farm" has been published by Dodd, Mead. 


Let it be noted that Wyatt’s “ Lake 
Country” is not the W'indermere, Bow- 
ness, Ambleside, etc., known to many 
tourists, lovely as these places are. 
Wyatt’s home grounds are the more 
remote woods seen only by the hardier 
park visitors. 
Thus both Teale and Wyatt, despite the 
ocean that separates them, are writing 
about essentially the same place — the 
unspoiled, still largely wild lands, shrink­ 
ing in their size but still to be found by 
those willing to give up certain conve­ 
niences in exchange for quiet and beauty 
and a close relationship with God’s sim­ 
pler creatures. 
Realism Brings Power 
To Tale Of Hostages 


GOOD-BYE AND AMEN by Francis 
Clifford; Harcourt Brace Jovanov- 
ich, 225 pages, $6.95. Reviewed 
by Don Koown. 


Other writers of suspense novels who 
turn out bulky books with complex plots 
could well learn a lesson in brevity from 
Londoner Francis Clifford. 


Clifford crashed the big-time with his 
“The Naked Runner,” and has been a 
consistently fine writer ever since. He 
gives his readers clean, uncomplicated 
plots, presented in spare, to-the-point 
rhetoric. 
“ Good-Bye and Amen” finds Clifford in 
typically fine form. Inside a Grosvenor 
Square hotel, across the street from the 
United States Embassy, a demented gun­ 
man has holed up. He has already killed 
one man with his sniper fire, and now he 
holds two hostages. Soon he adds a third 
hostage — the U.S. ambassador, no less 
With a documentary realism that is at 
times so frightening as to be almost 
unbearable, the reader shares the ten­ 
sions and the crises that come with these 
kinds of situations with which we have 


become all too familiar in recent years. 
Clifford jolts us with a series of surpris­ 
es — including the well-hidden identity of 
the gunman —, and then gives us a final, 
astonishing twist at his conclusion. 
The bi-national cast of characters, Bri­ 
tish and American, is real and believa­ 
ble. 
It’s the kind of book that doesn’t allow 
for interruption in its reading. And, 
fortunately, Clifford’s simple, effective 
writing style makes for rapid and easy 
reading. 
“Good-Bye and Amen” is splendid sus­ 
pense. The only possible criticism is that 
in this day and age of so many actual 
acts of this kind by the crazed or the 
fanatic, some might ask: “Should we 
force ourselves to undergo these experi­ 
ences in our fiction as well as our 
newspapers0” But so well does Francis 
Clifford write and analyze that in his 
revealing exploration, the roots of at 
least one kind of violence become more 
apparent and more understandable than 
in even the starkest press account of the 
latest headlined aberration of human 
nature. 


Refugee Family Woes 


REFUGEE by Undo and Khalid 
Shah; Crowell, 392 pages, $7.95. 
Reviewed by Lee Hopkins. 


The symbolic figure of the 20th century 
is that of the refugee, one of the faceless 
millions driven from homes, separated 
from 
families, 
wrenched 
from 
life’s 
work. 


Abused, ignored and generally forgot­ 
ten, or left to rot in squalid camps, the 
plight of the refugee is a disgrace and an 
enigma This sea of misfortune benumbs 
the mind; and, really, what is the solu­ 
tion0 


Such sacrificial victims to human cru­ 
elty are the subject of “ Refugee,” a first 
novel by a husband and wife team, 
Khalid and Linda Shag. Though the novel 
concerns the 1947 partition of India, and 
is based partly upon the experience of 
Khalid Shah’s own family, the book is not 
partisan, and deals movingly with the 
theme of innocent people dispossessed 
“ Refugee” would have been marred by 
shrill polemicism, so the authors wisely 
stick to describing the sometimes cliff- 
hanging flight of an upper class and 
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appealing family from Indian to Paki­ 
stan. Their experiences are terrible, and 
are contrasted in flashbacks with a 
formerly happy life. This technique lends 
dimension to the story, while giving a 
very accurate and detailed account of 
Moslem customs, attitudes and values. 
The varied landscape as well as the 
cultural and political ambiguities of the 
Indian subcontinent are skillfully evoked 
in “ Refugee,” and the details of one 
family’s desperate escape are both sus­ 
penseful and believable. 


BROWSING 
BOOKMAN 


Photography is explored in an unusual 
way, through the human and artistic 
experiences of famous living photogra­ 
phers in a four book collection “ Masters 
of Contem porary Photography” pub­ 
lished by the Thomas Y. Crowell Co. and 
Alskog Books. 
The color and black and white photos 
are reproduced clearly and the photogra­ 
phers not only examine their creative 
processes but also styles and techniques. 
The books are “The Photo Illustration” 
by Bert Stern, “The Photojournalist” by 
Mary Ellen Mark and Annie Leibovitz, 
“The Photo Essay” by Will McBride and 
Paul Fusco, and “The Private Experi­ 
ence” by Elliott Erwitt. 
Each is priced at $7.95 in hardcover 
and $3.95 in paperback. They are filled 
with ideas for serious am ateur and pro­ 
fessional photographers. 


A PROFUSELY illustrated guide to 
defending yourself against attack has 
been compiled by Robert V. Masters in 
“The Complete Book of Karate and Self 
Defense” which has been reissued by 
Sterling Publishing Co. at $7.95. 
The book was prepared especially for 
young adults and it shows how you can 
develop your body to the point where you 
can use self-defense techniques most 
effectively. 


Whereas Teale’s book teems with a 
cast of wildlife and wild plants in which 
there is no one star, Wyatt does focus 
most strongly upon his relationship with 
a single animal — the deer he called 
Buck. 
It is an honest and beautiful 
relationship, not sentim entalized or 
dramatized. Just told the way it was. 
Both “A Naturalist Buys an Old F arm ” 
and “The Shining Levels” are books that 
send a surge of warmth through the 
reader’s veins. In these hectic, cynical 
times, it is nice to know there are people 
like John Wyatt and the Teales who still 
live calmly and in candid harmony with 
the woods and the woods-dwellers.

Mitchell Ashley, English instructor at 
an obscure Southern college, appears to 
have everything: looks, money, devoted 
friends, and a beer-drinking dog named 
Bruce. 
But Mitch Ashley lacks two gifts: self- 
confidence and sight. The amiable Bruce 
is a seeing-eye dog. 
Trie conflict in Mitch Ashley’s life, and 
hence the theme of this novel, is depend­ 
ence vs. independene. He is determined, 
at the risk of his life, limbs, and sanity, 
to be independent. To this end he wrecks 
himself physically — walks through glass 
doors, inadvertently takes LSD, falls off 
balconies, steps in front of trucks — and 
almost loses his one chance of salvation. 
That chance is Georgia, beautiful of 
body, large of soul, Everyman’s dream of 
consenting, non-critical Woman. Georgia 
loves Mitch and — in a convenient 
arrangement for an English teacher — 
also grades his papers. 
The crisis comes when she finishes her 
M.A. and leaves town. Will Mitch let her 
go, thereby maintaining the fiction of his 
independence? Or will he succumb to the 
interdependence that binds us all togeth­ 
er and admit that he needs and loves 
her? 
Spend a few relaxed hours reading 
about thoroughly-mixed-up 
Mitch and 
find out for yourself. Author Bristow’s 
style is slightly “little literary maga­ 
zine,” but Mitch, Georgia, and especially 
Bruce, are amusing.

BUCKEYE by Robert Vare; Har­ 
per's Magazine Press, 243 pages, 
$7.95. Reviewed by Ron Lent. 


Middle America. Fall, Saturday after­ 
noon. Buckeyes. Columbus, Ohio. College 
football. Woody Hayes. 


This is the setting for the football 
machine that is Ohio State. Its operator 
is coach Wayne Woodrow Hayes, 61. 
Author Robert Vare depicts Coach as 
tough, independent, violent, militaristic, 
well-read, unpredictable, and cunning. 
The description seems justified. 
A voracious reader, the pouchy, 
grouchy mentor is a student of military 
history and (surprise) poetry. He enjoys 
quoting poet Ralph Waldo Emerson and 
General George Patton, among others. 
Despite his expertise from reading, 
Ohio State University football remains 
the same. Since earning the head coach­ 
ing job in February, 1951, the Buckeyes 


have won national titles, Rose Bowls, and 
seemingly countless victories. This has 
been accomplished by a year-round re­ 
cruiting program staffed by Hayes and 
an alumni committee. 
In their constant search for top football 
talent, they turn up blue-chip athletes 
who perpetuate the success of the Ohio 
State University football machine. The 
machine utilizes a grind-em-out offensive 
with hard-charging fullbacks and darting 
halfbacks. Hulking line-m en produce 
large holes in enemy defenses for the 
runners to churn through. 
Their efforts consume valuable time on 
the game clock while producing touch­ 
down after touchdown. This, then, is the 
essence of Buckeye formula for success. 
Author Vare offers sim ilar strategy in 
writing his book: he churns out those 
pages — fast. It appears that the writing 
was assembled hastily to be ready for the 
1974 football season. 


Ohio State destroyed Southern Califor­ 
nia, 42-21, in the January, 1974 Rose Bowl 
and this is examined closely in the book. 


Other noteworthy periods covered by 
Vare were: the 1956 suspension for pay­ 
ments made to his players, 1961 faculty 
council uprising when the body voted not 
to allow Ohio State to play in the Rose 
Bowl, the 1966 losing season, and an 
assistant coaches slush-fund furor last 
season. 


Vare’s efforts in relating these inci* 
dents are commendable. The subject 
material is provocative and articulated 
well. Possibly more time could have been 
spent examining Hayes’ football high­ 
lights at Ohio State. Certainly that poffi - 
is a matter of preference, not necessity. » 
Overall, Buckeye gives the reader an 
inside look at Ohio State football recruit­ 
ing and Woody Hayes. It is worthwhile 
sports writing. 


British Officer Views Patton 


PATTON: A Study in Command by 
H. Essame; Scribner's, 261 pages, 
$8.95. Reviewed by Francis M.

In the doldrums of peace time sur­ 
rounding World Wars I and II, Gen. 
George S. Patton often would combat his 
restlessness by fantasizing himself fight­ 
ing alongside great warriors of history: 
Napoleon, Hannibal, and Frederick the 
Great. 


It is the final judgment of this biogra­ 
phy that the controversial American gen­ 
eral indeed would deserve ranking with 
this select group but for his never having 
held independent command. 
The creation of a retired British offi­ 
cer, “ Patton” is crafted with a detailed 
military preciseness that gives an admi-

rable surge to the scenarios of landmark 
battles, along with deeply sympathetic 
insights into the early life and myriad 
eccentricities of his subject. 
Patton’s bizarre self-styled uniforms, 
disregard for personal danger, severe 
discipline of troops and penchant for 
profanity are legend. Now filmic as well 
as verbal. Not so, the story of his birth to 
wealth outside fashionable Pasadena and 
later studied preparation in all phases of 
soldiering. 
Despite his zest for war, the general is 
portrayed as having intensely disliked a 
pitiable consequence of it, the wounded 
and disfigured men in the hospital wards. 
Essame accords prolonged and moving 
treatment to the disastrous Second World 
War slapping incident wherein Patton 
struck an enlisted man whom he thought 


malingering, precipitating harsh waves~~ 
of displeasure and protest. 


If this account borders on apology, tCZ 
typically reflects Essame’s high esteem 
for the American officer — fact hardly 
concealed prior to the concluding gust of 
adulation. 


But Patton’s military fate is sealed. 
Supreme Allied Commander Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is revealed to have noted in a. 
communique: “In no event will I advance* 
Patton beyond Army Commander.” 


Finally transferred from the field to an 
office following other unfortunate inei-^ 
dents, Patton died shortly after victory,*- 
and occupation of Europe. 
Not from enemy steel, as he would 
have preferred, but victim of a senseless 
roadside accident.

Elders Pick Up On Rock Scores

There was a time when older musicians 
would not touch rock music with a ten 
foot pole. 
But over the years the better rock 
groups convinced their elders they had 
something to say. 


SUCH respected conductors as Arthur 
Fiedler and Enoch Light played their 
own orchestral arrangements of composi­ 
tions by the Beatles and Simon and 
Garfunkel. Other leaders also picked up 
the baton on rock scores. 
Now we have the jazz bands moving 
into the scene, notably Stan Kenton and 
Gil Evans. “Stan Kenton Plays Chicago”

To borrow a Madison Avenue phrase, 
Young isn’t getting older — he’s getting 
better.

We have had occasion before in book 
renews to dwell upon the remarkable 
ability of many nature-lovers for trans­ 
mitting through the written and spoken 
word their special empathy with other 
livftig things.

“A Naturalist Buys an Old Farm,” 
will-surprise no one. That Pulit2er Prize­ 
winner has to his credit a long list of 
delightful works, including the brilliant 
American Seasons series, to his credit. 
More of a surprise is “The Shining 
Levels” and its author, John Wyatt. It is 
Wyatt’s first book, although he has writ­ 
ten frequently for English periodicals and 
newspapers. 
The two men write about places widely 
separated in miles. 
Teale writes about his Trail Wood 
homeplace near the historic Connecticut 
village of Hampton, and where, since 
1959, he and wife Nellie have resided in a 
farmhouse surrounded by what is virtual­ 
ly a wildlife preserve. 
There the Teales have kept watchful 
vigil upon plants, birds, insects and 
animals, adding daily to their store of 
knowledge about wildlife. And “A Natu­ 
ralist Buys an Old Farm” represents a 
sharing of this knowledge, and of the 
pleasures of 15 years of such observation. 
John Wyatt writes about northern Eng­ 
land’s wild and beautiful Lake Country to 
whence he went as a young man, leaving 
behind a city newspaper job, and where 
today he serves as head warden of the 
Lake District National Park. 
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THE BEAUTY of a trail wood in winter is captured in this picture by Edwin Way Teale, 
whose book "A Naturalist Buys an Old Farm" has been published by Dodd, Mead.

Realism Brings Power 
To Tale Of Hostages 


GOOD-BYE AND AMEN by Francis 
Clifford; Harcourt Brace Jovanov- 
ich, 225 pagos, $6.95.

Other writers of suspense novels who 
turn out bulky books with complex plots 
could well learn a lesson in brevity from 
Londoner Francis Clifford. 
Clifford crashed the big-time with his 
“The Naked Runner,” and has been a 
consistently fine writer ever since. He 
gives his readers clean, uncomplicated 
plots, presented in spare, to-the-point 
rhetoric. 
“Good-Bye and Amen” finds Clifford in 
typically fine form. Inside a Grosvenor 
Square hotel, across the street from the 
United States Embassy, a demented gun­ 
man has holed up. He has already killed 
one man with his sniper fire, and now he 
holds two hostages. Soon he adds a third 
hostage — the U.S. ambassador, no less 
With a documentary realism that is at 
times so frightening as to be almost 
unbearable, the reader shares the ten­ 
sions and the crises that come with these 
kinds of situations with which we have 


become all too familiar in recent years. 
Clifford jolts us with a series of surpris­ 
es — including the well-hidden identity of 
the gunman —, and then gives us a final, 
astonishing twist at his conclusion. 
The bi-national cast of characters, Bri­ 
tish and American, is real and believa­ 
ble. 
It’s the kind of book that doesn’t allow 
for interruption in its reading. And, 
fortunately, Clifford’s simple, effective 
writing style makes for rapid and easy 
reading. 
“Good-Bye and Amen” is splendid sus­ 
pense. The only possible criticism is that 
in this day and age of so many actual 
acts of this kind by the crazed or the 
fanatic, some might ask: “Should we 
force ourselves to undergo these experi­ 
ences in our fiction as well as our 
newspapers?” But so well does Francis 
Clifford write and analyze that in his 
revealing exploration, the roots of at 
least one kind of violence become more 
apparent and more understandable than 
in even the starkest press account of the 
latest headlined aberration of human 
nature. 


Refugee Family Woes 


Shah; Crowell^ 392 pages, $7.95.

The symbolic figure of the 20th century 
is that of the refugee, one of the faceless 
millions driven from homes, separated 
from families, wrenched from life’s 
work. 
Abused, ignored and generally forgot­ 
ten, or left to rot in squalid camps, the 
plight of the refugee is a disgrace and an 
enigma. This sea of misfortune benumbs 
the mind; and, really, what is the solu­ 
tion? 
Such sacrificial victims to human cru­ 
elty are the subject of “Refugee,” a first 
novel by a husband and wife team, 
Khalid and Linda Shag. Though the novel 
concerns the 1947 partition of India, and 
is based partly upon the experience of 
Khalid Shah’s own family, the book is not 
partisan, and deals movingly with the 
theme of innocent people dispossessed. 
“Refugee” would have been marred by 
shrill polemicism, so the authors wisely 
stick to describing the sometimes cliff- 
hanging flight of an upper class and 


appealing family from Indian to Paki­ 
stan. Their experiences are terrible, and 
are contrasted in flashbacks with a 
formerly happy life. This technique lends 
dimension to the story, while giving a 
very accurate and detailed account of 
Moslem customs, attitudes and values. 
The varied landscape as well as the 
cultural and political ambiguities of the 
Indian subcontinent are skillfully evoked 
in “Refugee,” and the details of one 
family’s desperate escape are both sus­ 
penseful and believable. 
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Photography is explored in an unusual 
way, through the human and artistic 
experiences of famous living photogra­ 
phers in a four book collection “Masters 
of Contemporary Photography” pub­ 
lished by the Thomas Y. Crowell Co. and 
Alskog Books. 
The color and black and white photos 
are reproduced clearly and the photogra­ 
phers not only examine their creative 
processes but also styles and techniques. 
The books are “The Photo Illustration” 
by Bert Stern, “The Photo journalist” by 
Mary Ellen Mark and Annie Leibovitz, 
“The Photo Essay” by Will McBride and 
Paul Fusco, and “The Private Experi­ 
ence” by Elliott Erwitt. 
Each is priced at $7.95 in hardcover 
and $3.95 in paperback. They are filled 
with ideas for serious amateur and pro­ 
fessional photographers. 


A PROFUSELY illustrated guide to 
defending yourself against attack has 
been compiled by Robert V. Masters in 
“The Complete Book of Karate and Self 
Defense” which has been reissued by 
Sterling Publishing Co. at $7.95. 
The book was prepared especially for 
young adults and it shows how you can 
develop your body to the point where you 
can use self-defense techniques most 
effectively.

Inside Woody Hayes 


BUCKEYE by Robert Vare; Har­ 
per's Magazine Press, 243 pages,

Middle America. Fall, Saturday after­ 
noon. Buckeyes. Columbus, Ohio. College 
football. Woody Hayes. 
This is the setting for the football 
machine that is Ohio State. Its operator 
is coach Wayne Woodrow Hayes, 61. 
Author Robert Vare depicts Coach as 
tough, independent, violent, militaristic, 
well-read, unpredictable, and cunning. 
The description seems justified. 
A voracious reader, the pouchy, 
grouchy mentor is a student of military 
history and (surprise) poetry. He enjoys 
quoting poet Ralph Waldo Emerson and 
General George Patton, among others. 
Despite his expertise from reading, 
Ohio State University football remains 
the same. Since earning the head coach­ 
ing job in February, 1951, the Buckeyes 


have won national titles, Rose Bowls, and 
seemingly countless victories. This has 
been accomplished by a year-round re­ 
cruiting program staffed by Hayes and 
an alumni committee. 
In their constant search for top football 
talent, they turn up blue-chip athletes 
who perpetuate the success of the Ohio 
State University football machine. The 
machine utilizes a grind-em-out offensive 
with hard-charging fullbacks and darting 
halfbacks. Hulking line-men produce 
large holes in enemy defenses for the 
runners to churn through. 
Their efforts consume valuable time on 
the game clock while producing touch­ 
down after touchdown. This, then, is the 
essence of Buckeye formula for success. 
Author Vare offers similar strategy in 
writing his book: he churns out those 
pages — fast. It appears that the writing 
was assembled hastily to be ready for the 
1974 football season. 


Ohio State destroyed Southern Califor­ 
nia, 42-21, in the January, 1974 Rose Bowl 
and this is examined closely in the book. 
Other noteworthy periods covered by 
Vare were: the 1966 suspension for pay­ 
ments made to his players, 1961 faculty 
council uprising when the body voted not 
to allow Ohio State to play in the Rose 
Bowl, the 1966 losing season, and an 
assistant coaches slush-fund furor last 
season.

KILL WITH STYLE by Hoi Gulliver;

THE ACOUSTIC tunes are best though 
there isn’t one bad cut in the whole 
album.

DEATH ON THE HOUR by Richard

Problems Fade Away In Monterey

The Monterey Peninsula is one big 
refreshment center. 


I don’t mean that hamburger stands 
sparkle with neon on every corner or that 
the streets flow with Coca-Cola. 


But any place I visit on the peninsula 
seems to clear the cobwebs from my 
thoughts and smooth out the wrinkles 
other areas in life have left me. 


My problems become microscopic. 


I CANT tell if the relaxation comes 
from the steady rhythm of the waves that 
sweep the sand and chisel the rocks on 
the peninsula or if watching the sandpi­ 
per dart after sand crabs makes my 
battle seem less frantic than his. 


He has to work harder than I do. 
Whatever the reason, time spent in 
Monterey is time spent in therapy. 
And evidently thousands of other refu­ 
gees from the walled streets of civiliza­ 
tion feel the same. There are more than 
150 hotels and motels in the area and 
they are said to be 90 per cent full all 
year. 
One hundred and thirty thousand resi­ 
dents remain there year-round. 
A tourist who chooses Carmel for a 
resting place has the advantage of being 
able to park his car and forget it. 
Monterey is a bigger town and to get to 
places of interest, transportation is nec- 
lessary. 


MY PREFERENCE is for Carmel, that 
tight little village where everything is 
within walking distance. The only excep­ 
tion might be the famous Carmel Mission 
founded by Father Junipero Serra on 
June 3, 1770. 
It sits at the south end of the town 
about five miles from the village center. 
The beach sprawls out at the foot of 
Ocean Avenue, the main boulevard in 
Carmel, with the famous Monterey cy­ 
press trees providing shade on sandy 
knolls that cascade to the surf. 
The sand is white and deep and bathers 
occasionally risk splashes in the cool 
water. Gulls float overhead on the sea 
breezes and seem to take pleasure in 
gawking at and calling to the bathers. 


AVERAGE SUMMER temperatures 
run in the high 60s, warm enough to coax 
almost anyone down to the sea. The 
hottest days are in September when the 
temperature may reach 90 degrees. 
In Carmel you get beach when you 
want beach. There are no trimmings. The 
sand is about five blocks from the 
business district so you will not find a 
boardwalk, hot dog stand or candy floss 
counter near the water. 
It’s a welcome relief to walk barefoot 
in the sand without stepping in melted 
snow cones and kicking aside ice cream 
wrappers. 
In fact, one of the most attractive 
aspects of Carmel is the separation of 
beach and business. While you will find 
no shops on the beach you will also find 
no beachwear on the street. Most of the 
tiny businesses crammed into downtown 
Carmel do not allow bare feet, food or 
drink inside. 
Swimsuits are simply not seen. 
Whether it’s the old mission training or 
just upper-class propriety, modesty is 
worn like a badge in Carmel. 


MODESTY does not preclude casual 
living, though. Don’t buy anything to 
wear in Carmel, take what you have. 
You’ll go unnoticed whether you wear 
faded jeans, a business suit or tennis 
shorts. 
On the other hand, women will get to 
wear their foxy fashions at dinner time. 
It seems almost every third shop is an 
eating place. You can find menus touting 
Chinese, American, continental, French, 
Indonesian, Italian, Japanese, Mexican 
and Polynesian food. 
Prices are reasonable considering the 
peninsula is a vacation area. And if beef 
Wellington is $7.50 in one restaurant it’s 
$7.50 down the street, too. 
People tend to shirk some of the 
customary dinner habits. I planned an 
early dinner, about 6 p.m., to avoid the 
crowds. I found that it isn’t necessarily 
chic to eat late in Carmel. 


FAMILIES of all sizes were in the 
restaurant, and although I got a table 
immediately, a line for seating soon 
formed in the bar. Happy hours must 


begin at about 3:30 p.m. there. 
But Carmel is really a daytime village 
anyway. You tend to get up early so as 
not to miss any of the day. People play, 
swim, shop, and sunbathe and then retire 
early. 
The Monterey Peninsula offers a list of 
fashmoving and slow-moving time fillers 
that should make it the active and 
passive capital of the world. 
There are 50 miles of golf courses. 
There are 74 tennis courts. The Big Sur 
and Little Sur rivers teem with trout. The 
ocean refreshes a multitude of divers. 


FOR SPECTATORS, Monterey spon­ 
sors five sports car races a year at 
Laguna Seca and there are 10 horse 
shows annually and seven yacht races. 
Sportfishing boats line Fishermen’s 
Wharf and, in season, hunting parties bag 
their limit of wild boar in the Santa Lucia 
Mountains. 
You don’t have to breathe heavy in 
Carmel, though. 
All the activities are optional and if 
your favorite sport is swinging a brush 
across canvas then there are few places 
in the world that might inspire an artist 
more. 


THE FAMOUS 17-mile drive begins 
just outside Carmel and stretches and 
winds along some of the most spectacular 
ocean scenery in the world. 
Whatever refreshment you seek on the 
peninsula you had better seek a room 
first. 
You can get a lush room in one of the 
million-dollar complexes that even have 
their own golf courses, or a tidy room off 
the main street in Carmel. But confirm 
the reservation before you get there. 
I was there during the Monterey Triple 
Crown race at Laguna Seca and there 
were no rooms for those without reserva­ 
tions. Since the Monterey area promotes 
itself so heavily during the year, the 
casual tourist may find himself there on 
a busy weekend. 
And despite how casual and refreshing 
the whole area is, there is still one point 
they are sticklers about. 
Sleeping on the beach is illegal.

Russians Plunge Into Cruises 
AsCapitalist Countries Drop Out

The biggest splash on the cruise scene 
this season is being made by the Rus­ 
sians. They are plunging in just when 
many capitalist countries are getting out. 


They have bought West Germany’s 
five-year-old Hamburg and Britain’s 
(Cunard Liners) Franconia and Carman- 
ia. Now they reportedly are eyeing the 
France. 


THEY CAN make money on the same 
ships that drive capitalist owners toward 
bankruptcy because the state controls 
sailors’ wages and pays them in noncon­ 
vertible rubles. They don’t have to im­ 
port fuel at inflated costs, and can get 
food and other materials at home at 
constant prices. 
They can offer passengers cruising out 
of Boston or New York a good deal, too. 
Their prices to Bermuda and the Carib­ 
bean run several hundred dollars below 
those of competitors. 
Except for shore excursions, there are 
few extra charges. And a no-tipping 
policy can save a couple nearly $100 on a 
plush seven-day cruise. 
The Maxim Gorky, as the Russians 
renamed the 25,500-ton Hamburg, has 
been cruising out of Boston and New 
York to Canada, Nassau, and the Carib­ 
bean, with mixed reactions from first 
passengers — high praise for the ship, 
crew, and price; complaints about food, 
service, and language problems. 


THE RUSSIANS have left the ship 
virtually unchanged. Even some of the 
signs-are still in German. It has contem­ 
porary decor and one of the cruise 
industry’s highest ratios of space per 
passenger. 
Biggest changes are in the staff, shops, 


and dining room. For instance, passen­ 
gers say the stewardesses and waitress­ 
es, dressed neatly in blue uniforms, do 
not speak much English. And even those 
passengers who speak Russian say the 
staff is not very talkative. 


The shops are well stocked, with most 
attention focused on the Russian bou­ 
tique, which features furs, miniatures, 
and Russian balalaikas. Some of the 
world’s finest amber from the Baltic 
republics was considered the best buy. 


MOST COMPLAINTS came from the 
dining room, where the waiters are 
young Soviet students still learning En­ 
glish. The slow and poor service may 
improve with language practice. The 
kindest word from passengers about the 
cuisine, usually the highlight of cruise 
ships, is “undistinguished.” 


One passenger recommends: “Try to 
get a table in the Odessa Restaurant — a 
deck higher than the Crimea Restaurant 
— and ask to sit in the center of the 
room, where the service is best.” It 
might help to make your table reserva­ 
tion when you book instead of waitiqg 
until going aboard as is the custom on 
most ships. 


The Russians have hired Bob Smith, a 
veteran cruise director from the Holland 
America 
Line, 
to Americanize their 
cruises. So far he has been only partially 
successful. More of the staff now is being 
taught English, and Broadway entertain­ 
ers with American orchestras are being 
brought aboard. 


WHILE THE “Americanization” goes 
on aboard the Russian liners, the compe­ 
tition is offering a wide variety of spe­ 
cialty cruises and far-reaching fly-cruise 


packages. 
Encouraged by recent sell-outs that 
saw astronomy buffs go to sea in search 
of a solar eclipse and the comet Kohou- 
tek, and movie fans book for floating film 
festivals, passenger lines now are sched­ 
uling such diverse themes as radio nos­ 
talgia, jazz, and science fiction.

Dunes created from the sea have be­ 
come the site of a new 98-unit camp­ 
ground cplled Cypress Dunes. 
The campground is near the south end 
of Sonoma Coast State Beach, an ocean 
shoreline crammed with opportunities for 
hikers, picknickers, flower hunters, ca­ 
mera fans, sunbathers on the beach, and 
those who like to fill their days with 
looking at spectacular scens of sea and 
shore. 


CYPRESS DUNES became, for the 
first time last summer, the base camp of 
thousands of visitors to a marvelously 
varied seacoast. There was something for 
everyone: 
the dunes, sandy beaches, 
rocky cliffs, a restless ocean stuffed with 
strange-shaped rocks rising from the 
surface, sea birds and song birds, and 
wildflowers by the millions. 
More than 1,700 acres and 14 miles of 
ocean frontage have been acquired, dur­ 
ing the last 44 years, for state park use at 
Sonoma Coast State Beach. These acquis­ 
itions preserve for public use some out­ 
standing examples of coastal landscape 
and provide opportunities for outdoor 
recreation for California’s citizens and 
visitors today and in future years.

Most of the 
tiny businesses crammed into downtown 
Carmel do not allow bare feet, food or 
drink inside. 
Swimsuits are simply not seen. 
Whether it’s the old mission training or 
just upper-class propriety, modesty is 
worn like a badge in Carmel. 


MODESTY does not preclude casual 
living, though. Don’t buy anything to 
wear in Carmel, take what you have. 
You’ll go unnoticed whether you wear 
faded jeans, a business suit or tennis 
shorts. 
On the other hand, women will get to 
wear their foxy fashions at dinner time. 
It seems almost every third shop is an 
eating place. You can find menus touting 
Chinese, American, continental, French, 
Indonesian, Italian, Japanese, Mexican 
and Polynesian food. 
Prices are reasonable considering the 
peninsula is a vacation area. And if beef 
Wellington is $7.50 in one restaurant it’s 
$7.50 down the street, too. 
People tend to shirk some of the 
customary dinner habits. I planned an 
early dinner, about 6 p.m., to avoid the 
crowds. I found that it isn’t necessarily 
chic to eat late in Carmel. 


FAMILIES of all sizes were in the 
restaurant, and although I got a table 
immediately, a line for seating soon 
formed in the bar. Happy hours must 


begin at about 3:30 p.m. there. 
But Carmel is really a daytime village 
anyway. You tend to get up early so as 
not to miss any of the day. People play, 
swim, shop, and sunbathe and then retire 
early. 
The Monterey Peninsula offers a list of 
fast^moving and slow-moving time fillers 
that should make it the active and 
passive capital of the world. 
There are 50 miles of golf courses. 
There are 74 tennis courts. The Big Sur 
and Little Sur rivers teem with trout. The 
ocean refreshes a multitude of divers. 


FOR SPECTATORS, Monterey spon­ 
sors five sports car races a year at 
Laguna Seca and there are 10 horse 
shows annually and seven yacht races. 
Sportfishing boats 
line 
Fishermen’s 
Wharf and, in season, hunting parties bag 
their limit of wild boar in the Santa Lucia 
Mountains. 
You don’t have to breathe heavy in 
Carmel, though. 
All the activities are optional and if 
your favorite sport is swinging a brush 
across canvas then there are few places 
in the world that might inspire an artist 
more. 


THE FAMOUS 17-mile drive begins 
just outside Carmel and stretches and 
winds along some of the most spectacular 
ocean scenery in the world. 
Whatever refreshment you seek on the 
peninsula you had better seek a room 
first. 
You can get a lush room in one of the 
million-dollar complexes that even have 
their own golf courses, or a tidy room off 
the main street in Carmel. But confirm 
the reservation before you get there. 
I was there during the Monterey Triple 
Crown race at Laguna Seca and there 
were no rooms for those without reserva­ 
tions. Since the Monterey area promotes 
itself so heavily during the year, the 
casual tourist may find himself there on 
a busy weekend. 
And despite how casual and refreshing 
the whole area is, there is still one point 
they are sticklers about. 
Sleeping on the beach is illegal.

Russians Plunge Into Cruises 
As Capitalist Countries Drop Out 


By RALPH HUBLEY 
The biggest splash on the cruise scene 
this season is being made by the Rus- 
! sians. They are plunging in just when 
many capitalist countries are getting out. 


They have bought West Germany’s 
five-year-old Hamburg and Britain’s 
(Cunard Liners) Franconia and Carman- 
ia. Now they reportedly are eyeing the 
France. 


THEY CAN make money on the same 
ships that drive capitalist owners toward 
bankruptcy because the state controls 
sailors’ wages and pays them in noncon­ 
vertible rubles. They don’t have to im­ 
port fuel at inflated costs, and can get 
food and other materials at home at 
constant prices. 
They can offer passengers cruising out 
of Boston or New York a good deal, too. 
Their prices to Bermuda and the Carib­ 
bean run several hundred dollars below 
those of competitors. 
Except for shore excursions, there are 
few extra charges. And a no-tipping 
policy can save a couple nearly $100 on a 
plush seven-day cruise. 
The Maxim Gorky, as the Russians 
renamed the 25,500-ton Hamburg, has 
I been cruising out of Boston and New 
York to Canada, Nassau, and the Carib­ 
bean, with mixed reactions from first 
passengers — high praise for the ship, 
crew, and price; complaints about food, 
servif#, and language problems. 


THE RUSSIANS have left the ship 
virtually unchanged. Even some of the 
signs-nre still in German. It has contem­ 
porary decor and one of the cruise 
industry’s highest ratios of space per 
passenger. 
Biggest changes are in the staff, shops, 


and dining room. For instance, passen­ 
gers say the stewardesses and waitress­ 
es, dressed neatly in blue uniforms, do 
not speak much English. And even those 
passengers who speak Russian say the 
staff is not very talkative. 


Th* shops are well stocked, with most 
attention focused on the Russian bou­ 
tique, which features furs, miniatures, 
and Russian balalaikas. Some of the 
world's finest amber from the Baltic 
republics was considered the best buy. 


MOST COMPLAINTS came from the 
dining room, where the waiters are 
young Soviet students still learning En­ 
glish. The slow and poor service may 
improve with language practice. The 
kindest word from passengers about the 
cuisine, usually the highlight of cruise 
ships, is “undistinguished.” 


One passenger recommends: “Try to 
get a table in the Odessa Restaurant — a 
deck higher than the Crimea Restaurant 
— and ask to sit in the center of the 
room, where the service is best.” It 
might help to make your table reserva­ 
tion when you book Instead of waiting 
until going aboard as is the custom on 
most ships. 


The Russians have hired Bob Smith, a 
veteran cruise director from the Holland 
America 
Line, 
to Americanize 
their 
cruises. So far he has been only partially 
successful. More of the staff now is being 
taught English, and Broadway entertain­ 
ers with American orchestras are being 
brought aboard. 


WHILE THE “Americanization” goes 
on aboard the Russian liners, the compe­ 
tition is offering a wide variety of spe­ 
cialty cruises and far-reaching fly-cruise 


packages. 
Encouraged by recent sell-outs that 
saw astronomy buffs go to sea in search 
of a solar eclipse and the comet Kohou- 
tek, and movie fans book for floating film 
festivals, passenger lines now are sched­ 
uling such diverse themes as radio nos­ 
talgia, jazz, and science fiction. 


Other recent specialties that may be 
repeated 
this 
year include concerts, 
stamp collecting, conventions, big-name 
bands, bridge, and investment seminars. 
Despite 
rising 
air costs, fly-cruise 
packages are reaching farther this year. 


AIR INDIA, for instance, for the first 
time is offering a cruise of the Indian 
Ocean aboard the Jupiter, from Bombay 
to the Laccadives, Sri Lanka (Ceylon), 
and Goa. Seven departures are planned 
from December through January. 


Pan American World Airways has 
joined with the Royal Viking Line to link 
up with world cruises through the South 
Seas and the Orient. 


And Northwest Orient will fly passen­ 
gers to “Indonesia Adventure’’ cruises on 
Holland A m erica’s new Prinsendam , 
from November through April. 


Trans Australia Airlines and Sitmar 
Cruises are offering four voyages to the 
north coast of Australia, New Guinea, 
and the Solomon Islands. The last of 
these cruises leaves Sydney Nov. 8. 


The passenger can choose his airline to 
link up with Pacific Far East Line’s 
Mariposa sailing for the South Seas Nov. 
6. The vacation package allows a $225 
reduction on round-trip air travel to 
Hawaii.

THE TRAVEL PACE 


Dunes created from the sea have be­ 
come the site of a new 98-unit camp­ 
ground called Cypress Dunes. 
The campground is near the south end 
of Sonoma Coast State Beach, an ocean 
shoreline crammed with opportunities for 
hikers, picknickers, flower hunters, ca­ 
mera fans, sunbathers on the beach, and 
those who like to fill their days with 
looking at spectacular scens of sea and 
shore. 


CYPRESS DUNES became, for the 
first time last summer, the base camp of 
thousands of visitors to a marvelously 
varied seacoast. There was something for 
everyone: 
the dunes, sandy beaches, 
rocky cliffs, a restless ocean stuffed with 
strange-shaped rocks rising from the 
surface, sea birds and song birds, and 
wildflowers by the millions. 
More than 1,700 acres and 14 miles of 
ocean frontage have been acquired, dur­ 
ing the last 44 years, for state park use at 
Sonoma Coast State Beach. These acquis­ 
itions preserve for public use some out­ 
standing examples of coastal landscape 
and provide opportunities for outdoor 
recreation for California’s citizens and 
visitors today and in future years. 
Cypress Dunes campground is at the 
inland edge of the dunes, three-fourths of 
a mile from the ocean, just west of the 
Coastal Highway, and north of the town 
of Bodega Bay. 
Pacific Ocean waves roll against the 
shoreline, but the rows of sand dunes 50 
to 100 feet high, covered with grass, 
shrubs, and cypress trees, silence the 
waves and diminish the cold night winds 
and wet salt air. 


ONLY IN the last 20 years has dune 
grass slowed, and perhaps stopped, the 
moving hills of sand. For many thou­ 
sands of years, the ocean had piled sand 
onto the beach above Mussel Point, a 
hook in the coastline north of Bodega 
Head. Strong ocean winds had quickly 
picked up the sand and blown it inland 
toward Bodega Harbor. 
In 1952, in an effort to protect the 
harbor from encroachment by the sand, 
state park employees started to plant the 
dunes with a variety of dune grass that 
had been imported to America from 
Holland. After a few false starts and tens 
of thousands of plantings, the grass took 
hold. The tough clumps, deep rooted to 
survive the long summer drought, tamed 


the desert dunes and turned them into 
vegetated hills. 


With the sand hills held in place, other 
grasses also got a start, and a few shrubs 
began to grow. Some cypress trees were 
also planted on the dunes. The grasses, 
shrubs, and trees still have a tenuous 
hold on the sandy ridges, but the typical 
scene is gradually changing from Sahara 
tan to seacoast green. 


Campsites at Cypress Dunes are found 
in great variety, some with Bodega 
Harbor views; some amid 70-year-old 
cypress trees, planted by settlers in the 
area around the turn of the century; 
some surrounded by dense growths of 
willow and coyote bush. Each campsite 
has a black-topped driveway for car, 
trailer, or motor home and enough level 
open space to put up a good-sized tent or 
two. A fireplace, a table, and a food 
locker 
complete 
the camp facilities. 
Piped water is nearby. 


EVERY CAMPSITE is within a few 
hundred feet of a neat, clean restroom- 
shower building with hot water and flush 
toilets. The four buildings were designed 
to harmonize with the north-coast scene. 
Entrance walks are flanked by stark- 
white rail fences. The deep-yellow paint­ 
ed walls are easy to spot in the daytime. 
Large, high yellow-glowing windows 
mark the buildings at night. 


To the south, from atop the dunes, 
campers can see Bodega Harbor, shelter­ 
ing boats and ships for pleasure and 
commerce. Most are docked at the two 
main marinas; a few more in or or out of 
the harbor, most powered by motor, 
some by sail. 


Ringing most of the harbor are rolling, 
pastoral hills up to 300 feet high. Few 
trees rise from the sloping grassland. 
Some hillsides are dotted with houses. 


To the southeast, around a bend in the 
harbor shore, is Bodega Bay with its fish 
docks, stores, and homes. 


Summer days at Cypress Dunes range 
from foggy-cool to cloudy-brisk to sunny- 
warm. The many clear nights, far from 


city lights and smog, offer sky views like [ 
Sierra mountain nights. Even on a moon­ 
less clear night, starshine lights the open’,’”' 
paths and roadways. 
By morning, the ocean fog has drifecf',1 
in, and well-bedded campers are tempted 
to sleep late. But long befc e noon, the 
. 
fog may 
rift and show bright blue*’** 
patches of the sky.

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Soap And Water First 
When Cleaning Aluminum 


By ANDY LANG 
An im portant part of the popularity of 
alum inum in and around the house is that 
it is by nature a low m aintenance m ateri­ 
al 


But alum inum products do become 
dirty and require occasional cleaning. 


BECAUSE harsh abrasives do more 
harm than good, the rule of thum b about 
cleaning alum inum is to use the least 
strong cleaner that will still do the job. 
The No. 1 choice, therefore, is w ater and, 
after that, w ater and mild soap. 


Aluminum siding can be effectively 
cleaned with a long-handled brush, pref­ 
erably the hollow-handled type often used 
for washing a car 
If you make a practice of cleaning 
alum inum siding a couple of tim es a 
year, w ater alone will do the job. A 
garden hose will m ake it easy, but be 
sure the house windows and doors are 
closed tightly. 


ALUMINUM screens should be washed 
once a year to keep them from building 
up a residue of air-borne dirt. Some

persons find that the screens are easier 
to clean if they are sprayed with thinned 
screen lacquer. 


A coat of lacquer or wax is also 
excellent for keeping newly cleaned bare 
alum inum from turning gray. If you use 
wax and it yellows after a long period of 
time, it can be removed with a solvent 
before applying a new coat. 
If you are using an abrasive of any 
kind on a textured or grainy surface that 
is especially dirty and cannot be cleamed 
in any other way, be certain to work only 
with the grain. And always test first on 
an ineonspicious spot to be sure you will 
be satisfied with the result. 


CLEANERS which are harm less to 
alum inum may dam age other m aterials 


on contact. And in some cases, cleaners 
tolerated by some m aterials will discolor 
alum inum surfaces. This is another rea­ 
son for making a spot test. 
Before painting aluminum, never use a 
polish cleaner. These products leave a 
wax residue which will prevent the paint 
from adhering properly. 
When using a cleaner on a surface that 
is not to be painted, be sure not to use 
more or less w ater than called for in the 
directions. 
Many persons think that if they use a 
stronger concentration, they will get bet­ 
ter results. This is a dangerious practice 
with alum inum . As a m atter of fact, it 
can produce unsatisfactory results with 
alm ost any kind of m aterial. 
If the 
m anufacturer recom m ends a specific sol­ 
ution of w ater and concentrated cleaner, 
follow his advice.

Fire Extinguishers Are First Aid 
To Keep Small Fires From Growing 


A cut finger may send you to the 
medicine cabinet 
for 
antiseptic, 
ban­ 
dages, and other first-aid items. But, 
what do you do in case of fire in your 
home? 


National Safety Council figures show 
that about 735,600 residences experienced 
fires in 1972. Approximately 5,400 lives 
were lost during 1973 in home fires. 


Many of these lives were lost because 
people simply were not prepared to deal 
with accidental fires. In fact, the South­ 
ern Burn Institute estim ates that less 
than three percent of the nation's homes 
have fire extinguishers. 


FIRE 
extinguishers 
are 
considered 
first-aid equipm ent for controlling and 
putting out sm all fires before they be­ 
come big ones. However, they are no 
substitute for the fire departm ent in 
event of a m ajor blaze, says the National 
Safety Council 
Having the proper fire extinguisher, 
knowing how to use it, and when not to 
use it are im portant in safeguarding your 
household. Take time to provide first-aid 
fire protection for your home, advises the 
Safety Council. 
Selecting the proper extinguisher for 
your home is as simple as A-B-C. The key 
to fire extinguisher codes is as follows: A 
is for wood, paper, cloth, and other 


ordinary 
combustibles; 
B 
is for oil, 
grease, flam m able liquids, and com busti­ 
ble gases; and C is for energized electri­ 
cal and electronic equipment. 


The typeis) of fire on which the extin­ 
guisher is effective is m arked by these 
letters on the label or nam e plate. The 
num ber preceding the letter indicates the 
relative size of fire on which it is 
effective. Thus, a 10-B.C rated extin­ 
guisher can be used on a gas, liquid, or 
electrical fire roughly twice the size as 
that com batted effectively by a 5-B.C 
extinguisher. 


THE THREE types of fires described 
above are common to most households. 
For this reason, an all-purpose extin­ 
guisher with a 2-A: 10-B.C rating is ade­ 
quate for most household uses. This may 
cost about $25 or $30, but less expensive 
extinguishers may turn out to be any­ 
thing but a bargain if they can't handle 
your em ergency needs.

As an alternative, buy several sm aller 
extinguishers to handle different needs — 
such as a Class A extinguisher for the 
bedrooms and living area, and a class 
B C extinguisher for the kitchen, work­ 
shop, and laundry area. 
In any case, extinguishers won’t do any 
good if they are not located and installed 
for easy use. Extinguishers should never 
be more than 75 feet away from class A 
hazards or farther than 50 feet from class 
B 
hazards. 
Place 
them 
in areas of 
potential fire hazards, but never on or 
near 
furnaces, 
stoves, 
or equipm ent 
which couldn't be approached in case it 
caught fire. 


MAKE SURE that all m em bers of the 
fam ily know how to use fire extinguish­ 
ers Hold actual family practice sessions, 
if possible, but make certain you pur­ 
chase a re-charge kit, or let a profession­ 
al recharge it for you, afterw ards. 
A unit with a gauge will enable you to 
check to see if there is enough pressure 
to do the job effectively. Look for an 
U nderw riters Laboratory, Factory Mu­ 
tual, or sim ilar testing agency seal of 
approval. And, don’t forget to evacuate 
other m em bers of the family and call the 
fire departm ent first. Fire extinguishers 
are for use in controlling sm all fires, 
providing you have an “out" — not in 
com batting conflagrations. 
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These are signs that water is standing 
under your house instead of draining 
av\ay. The water is soaking upward, 
spreading dampness through the walls 
and floors. 
In time, the dampness will warp floors 
and damage wall and floor coverings. But 
tar more dangerous, the dampness makes 
your home's understructure vulnerable 
to all oi Marin's most destructive pests — 
termites, boring beetles, and dry rot.

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Soap And Water First 
When Cleaning Aluminum

An important part of the popularity of 
aluminum in and around the house is that 
it is by nature a low maintenance materi­ 
al. 


But aluminum products do become 
dirty and require occasional cleaning.

BECAUSE harsh abrasives do more 
harm than good, the rule of thumb about 
cleaning aluminum is to use the least 
strong cleaner that will still do the job. 
The No. 1 choice, therefore, is water and, 
after that, water and mild soap. 


Aluminum siding can be effectively 
cleaned with a long-handled brush, pref­ 
erably the hollow-handled type often used 
for washing a car. 
If you make a practice of cleaning 
aluminum siding a couple of times a 
year, water alone will do the job. A 
garden hose will make it easy, but be 
sure the house windows and doors are 
closed tightly. 


ALUMINUM screens should be washed 
once a year to keep them from building 
up a residue of air borne dirt. Some 


persons find that the screens are easier 
to clean if they are sprayed with thinned 
screen lacquer. 
A coat of lacquer or wax is also 
excellent for keeping newly cleaned bare 
aluminum from turning gray. If you use 
wax and it yellows after a long period of 
time, it can be removed with a solvent 
before applying a new coat. 
If you are using an abrasive of any 
kind on a textured or grainy surface that 
is especially dirty and cannot be cleamed 
in any other way, be certain to work only 
with the grain. And always test first on 
an inconspicious spot to be sure you will 
be satisfied with the result. 


CLEANERS which are harmless to 
aluminum may damage other materials 


on contact. And in some cases, cleaners 
tolerated by some materials will discolor 
aluminum surfaces. This is another rea­ 
son for making a spot test. 
Before painting aluminum, never use a 
polish cleaner. These products leave a 
wax residue which will prevent the paint 
from adhering properly. 
When using a cleaner on a surface that 
is not to be painted, be sure not to use 
more or less water than called for in the 
directions. 
Many persons think that if they use a 
stronger concentration, they will get bet­ 
ter results. This is a dangerious practice 
with aluminum. As a matter of fact, it 
can produce unsatisfactory results with 
almost any kind of material. If the 
manufacturer recommends a specific sol­ 
ution of water and concentrated cleaner, 
follow his advice.

In fact, the South­ 
ern Burn Institute estimates that less 
than three percent of the nation's homes 
have fire extinguishers.

The typets) of fire on which the extin­ 
guisher is effective is marked by these 
letters on the label or name plate.

THE GIANT hybrid African Amaryllis 
include, in addition to the reds, Apple 
Blossom, white delicately flushed with 
pink; and Snow White. Burpee’s has an 
exclusive carnival salmon-pink with 
white edges and center ribs 
The Royal Dutch hybrids include a 
frosty salmon-rose on white, sweet seven­ 
teen; orange beauty, a clear salmon- 
orange; Joan of Arc, white with a green 
throat; and royal ransom, white with 
vermilion-red stripes. Also the reds and 
pure whites. Most of these, African and 
Dutch, can be purchased preplanted with 
directions for care. 
If you enjoy filling a room with per­ 
fume, try raising graceful freesias. Ex­ 
quisite trumpet-shaped flowers line tall 
stpms, pink, white, yellow, red, blue, 
orange-salmon, and white. The bulbs 
usually are sold in mixed tints. 
PLANT THEM in good gritty soil, six 
to a five-inch pot, barely covered, and 
keep cool, 50 to 60 degrees. They should 
bloom in 10 to 12 weeks. Later, when the 
leaves have turned yellow, stop watering 
them and stow the pot in the basement or 
somewhere until fall, then repot and use 
over again. 
Oxalis makes a pretty hanging basket.

The leaves 
look like shamrocks, and you can get 
bulbs that will yield lavender, white, or 
pink blossoms.

Specially 
conditioned lily-of-the-valley either pre­ 
planted or for planting in bulb fiber can 
be ordered from some mail-order nur­ 
series. (The ones you might wish to 
transplant from the garden will not get 
along as house plants ) 


If you are potting up tulips, and other 
outdoor bulbs for indoor flowering, plant 
them in porous clay pots, perhaps several 
to a pot, label them, water them well, 
and bury them outdoors in an opened 
cold frame or in a sheltered spot near the 
foundation, under a blanket of leaves and 
peatmoss until midwinter. 
To form roots they must be cool, moist, 
and dark. When the roots have formed, 
usually in late December or in January 
and February, and they show signs of 
sprouts, bring them to a cool, shaded 
place indoors 
As the tops develop put them in a 
sunny window to force flowering, and 
give them a turn each day for even

Pansies, Violas Can 
Put On Winter Show 


Pansies and violas are an old fashioned 
pair that will brighten dreary days and 
add cheer to your winter garden. 
In many parts of California they will 
add color winter through spring. They do 
bloom the most profusely in spring, but if 
planted early, pansies and violas will put 
on a special winter show 
Pansies and violas are long-time favor­ 
ites of flower gardeners. Botanically, 
they are members of the viola family 
w hich also includes Johnny-jump-ups and 
violets. 


BOTH ARE perennials but in California 
wé treat them as annuals — which makes 
them ideal winter planting pals. 
The time for planting pansies and 
violas is now says the California Associa­ 
tion of Nurserymen. Young plants should 
have as much of fall’s good growing 
weather as possible to be at their best for 
cool season bloom. Seedlings should be 
transplanted from flats into your garden 
as soon as possible. 


Pansies and violas like a loose rich 
loamy soil that is well drained. If you 
have trouble with boggy soil after winter 
rains, try planting Pansies and Violas in 
raised beds or in tubs, window boxes or 
in hanging baskets. In soils w’ith good 
drainage, pansies and violas massed 
together or bordering spring bulbs are a 
spectacular sight. For a massed effect, 
plant them about 8 inches apart 


TO KEEP them looking their best, 
pinch back leggy looking flowers to get 
uniform and compacted growth. Pansies 
and violas make excellent cut flowers — 
lasting up to 3 or 4 days in ihe house. 
Pansies and violas can be planted right 
through winter in mild areas. The earlier 
they are planted, the earlier the color 
show will start. You may have to watch 
out for snails and slugs seeking out a pre­ 
spring salad. If you see any signs of these 
pests chewing on your pansies and violas, 
scatter snail bait around the planting 
areas. 
CAMELLIA'S SHOW STYLE 
THROUGH THE SEASONS 


Lawngrasses Grow Best 
In Fall As Weeds Decline 


Camellias have been gracefully deco­ 
rating California gardens since the 1850’s. 
If you are a camellia connoisseur, you 
don't have to wait until winter or spring 
for. the show to start in your garden 
For sasanqua camellias, fall is the 
season. Indian summer days and nippy 
fall nights are the signals for sasanquas 
to set their delicate blooms. They will 
bloom profusely all through autumn and 
early winter. 
Their single or double petaled blossoms 
emerge in colors ranging from soft 
whites and pale pinks to glorious shades 
of reds. (Some sasanquas even add a 
light fragrance to subtle fall breezes.) 


Y’OU WILL find sasanqua varieties 
available in densely bushing to vinelike 
forms — which makes them multi-pur­ 
pose garden shrubs. They can be planted 
as single shrubs, as informal hedges or 
as ground covers. 
Their .delicate appearance makes sas- 
anquas excellent choices for planting 
against walls or on trellises. Vining 


varieties make unusual accents for patios 
or entryways when planted in hanging 
baskets or in tubs. 
All camellias like a light acid soil that 
is rich in organic material and sasanquas 
are no exception says the California 
Association of Nurserymen. When pre­ 
paring the soil for planting sasanquas, 
dig a hole large enough for the size shrub 
you are planting and add some camellia 
planting mix. 


Y’OUR nurseryman can help you select 
the proper mix. When planting, make 
sure the shrub’s trunk base is at ground 
level and not below. 
Once the shrubs are planted water 
them in well with a slow stream of water 
from the hose. Sasanquas grow well in 
full sun or part shade and should be fed 
with camellia food in March and July. 
When mixed with other camellia 
shrubs, sasanquas will steal the show in 
fall and then provide a glossy dark green 
background to set off later blooming 
species. 


THE MAGNOLIA "Majestic Beauty" is a new shade tree that can create dense shade 
with its wide canopy of branches. Rather than the usual round-headed form, the new 
tree has a symmetrical, pyramidal form, with leaves up to 15 inches long and blooms 
12 inches across. The 
Majestic Beauty ' will bloom in three years and its large white

Television news in 
Russia

Here, TV newsmen and wom­ 
en take a leaf from an old 
Johnny Mercer song — they 
accentuate the positive and lim­ 
it, if not eliminate, the nega­ 
tive. And they try not to mess 
with Mr. In Between. 
Even more than the Soviet 
print media, televison here 
stays away from bad news, 
unless it happens in another 
country. 
The editorial policy was neat­ 
ly summed up w-hen a Soviet, 
watching a TV report on the 
harvesting of com in Novosi­ 
birsk, was asked by a visitor if 
the harvest had been success­ 
ful. 
‘‘Of course,” he replied. 
"Otherwise, it wouldn't have 
been shown. ” 
“ Vreemya,” like its Ameri­ 
can network counterparts, lasts 
30 minutes each night. It is 
beamed throughout Russia on 
the country’s main TV channel. 
For those who miss the prime 
time news, there also are a pair 
of 10-minute newscasts which 
appear at 6 p.m. and shortly 
before 
the 
midnight sign-off 
each evening. 
Like American network news 
shows, an anchorman here sits 
behind 
a * desk, 
reading the 
day’s news while slides illus­ 
trating the stories occasionally 
are flashed behind him on a 


screen. 
Filmed 
reports 
also are 
shown, with reporters often pic­ 
tured interviewing their sub­ 
jects or simply standing before 
a particular scene, giving a 
summary 
of 
the 
matter at 
hand. 


Unlike the American net­ 
works, there are more women 
on the air in the commercial- 
less brand of Russian TV news. 
The anchorman on ‘‘Vree­ 
mya” is joined by an anchor­ 
woman in delivering the nightly 
report and at least half the 
reporters on all three Soviet 
news shows are women. 
The anchormen tent to re­ 
semble the American breed — 
* 
relatively good looking, dressed 
more fashionably than other 
men and possessed of deep, 
resonant voices. 
There’s more variety on the 
feminine side of the anchor 
desk. One of the most common­ 
ly used anchorwomen is a pret­ 
ty, young brunette with a sultry 
voice, while another is a bux­ 
om, middle-aged grandmother­ 
ly type. 
Here, as in the United States, 
television news folk are well- 
known names. Unlike most of 
their American counterparts, 
they often appear as masters of 
ceremonies or announcers on 


other Soviet TV programs. 
“ Happy-talk” news, a fixture^ 
on many local stations in the 
United States, is nyet-nyet here. 
The news is considered a seri­ 
ous subject and is delivered 
seriously, with nary a grin, 
quip or pun. 


For viewers used to Ameri­ 
can newscasts, in which any 
story longer than two minutes 
is considered an epic, TV news 
here 
might seem extremely 
slow of pace and Jong of wind, 
ft concentrates heavily on 
wreath layings, speeches and 
factories which overproduce 
their quotas. 
Five 
minutes of a recent 
news program, for example, 
were devoted to a report on the 
production of animal feed, com­ 
plete with a long list of statis­ 
tics and a film report. 
Unless it concerns Eastern 
Europe, news about other coun­ 
tries usually focuses on con­ 
flicts or problems. The recent 
turmoil in Mozambique and the 
Cyprus fighting received big 
play on Moscow TV. 
And Soviet correspondents in 
Italy and Denmark recently did 
stories on the rampant inflation 
there, shooting films of items 
on store shelves and comment­ 
ing on the drastic rise in prices. 
But a v iewer here rarely gets 


information about the lives of 
average Soviet citizens during 
TV news programs. 


There are occasions when it 
happens. 
Last 
September. 
“ Vreemya” aired a delightful 
three-minute story about Mos­ 
cow tots at their first day of 
school — showing them stand­ 
ing in line, meeting their teach­ 
ers and bursting into tears after 
leaving their mothers. 
Sports and weather news are 
by no means ignored. They get 
a total of five minutes at the 
end of each night’s program. 
The 
most 
frequently used 
sportscaster, 
Mikolai Ozerov, 
reminds one of many American 
sports 
announcers. 
A burly, 
white-haired man. he gets in­ 
volved with the home teams, 
cheering them on when they’re 
winning 
and 
groaning when 
they lose. 
Then come the weather girls, 
but they're not on screen mere­ 
ly to decorate it and giggle 
their way through the day’s 
high and low temperatures in 
various parts of Mother Russia. 
They are real meteorologists, 
who seriously discuss weather 
conditions and problems. And 
unlike their U.S. counterparts, 
male or female, they aren’t 
ever razzed by the gang at the 
anchor desk.

30 minutes each night. It is 
beamed throughout Russia on 
the country’s main TV channel. 
For those who miss the prime 
time news, there also are a pair 
of 10-minute newscasts which 
appear at 6 p.m. and shortly 
before 
the 
midnight 
sign-off 
each evening. 
Like American network news 
shows, an anchorman here sits 
behind 
a * desk, 
reading the 
day’s news while slides illus­ 
trating the stories occasionally 
are flashed behind him on a 
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screen. 
Film ed 
reports 
also 
arc 
shown, with reporters often pic­ 
tured interviewing their sub­ 
jects or simply standing before 
a particular scene, giving a 
summary 
of 
the matter at 
hand. 


Unlike the Am erican net­ 
works, there are more women 
on the air in the commercial- 
less brand of Russian TV’ news. 
The anchorman on 
“Vree­ 
m ya” is joined by an anchor­ 
woman in delivering the nightly 
report and at least half the 
reporters on all three Soviet 
news shows are women. 
The anchormen tent to re­ 
semble the American breed — 
relatively good-looking, dressed 
more fashionably than other 
men and possessed of deep, 
resonant voices. 
There’s more variety on the 
feminine side of the anchor 
desk. One of the most common­ 
ly used anchorwomen is a pret­ 
ty, young brunette with a sultry 
voice, while another is a bux­ 
om, middle-aged grandmother­ 
ly type. 
Here, as in the l Tnitcd States, 
television news folk are well- 
known names. Unlike most of 
their American counterparts, 
they often appear as masters of 
ceremonies or announcers on 


other Soviet TV programs. 
“ Happy-talk” news, a fixture^ 
on many local stations in the 
United States, is nyet-nyet here. 
The news is considered a seri­ 
ous subject and is delivered 
seriously, with nary a grin, 
quip or pun. 
For viewers used to Ameri­ 
can newscasts, in which any 
story longer than two minutes 
is considered an epic, TV news 
here 
might 
seem extremely 
slow of pace and long of wind. 
It concentrates heavily on 
wreath-layings, 
speeches and 
factories which overproduce 
their quotas. 
Five 
minutes of a recent 
news program, for example, 
were devoted to a report on the 
production of animal feed, com­ 
plete with a long list of statis­ 
tics and a film report. 
Unless it concerns Eastern 
Europe, news about other coun­ 
tries usually focuses on con­ 
flicts or problems. The recent 
turmoil in Mozambique and the 
Cyprus fighting received big 
play on Moscow TV. 
And Soviet correspondents in 
Italy and Denmark recently did 
stories on the rampant inflation 
there, shooting films of items 
on store shelves and comment­ 
ing on the drastic rise in prices. 
But a viewer here rarely gets 


information about the lives of 
average Soviet citizens during 
TV news programs. 


There are occasions when it 
happens. 
Last 
September. 
“V reem ya” aired a delightfui 
three-m inute story about Mos­ 
cow tots at their first day of 
school — showing them stand­ 
ing in line, meeting their teach­ 
ers and bursting into tears after 
leaving their mothers. 
Sports and weather news are 
by no means ignored They get 
a total of five minutes at the 
end of each night’s program. 
The 
most 
frequently used 
sportscastor, 
Mikolai Ozerov, 
reminds one of many American 
sports 
announcers. 
A burly, 
white-haired man, he gets in­ 
volved with the home teams, 
cheering them on when they're 
winning 
and 
groaning when 
they lose. 
Then come the weather girls, 
but they’re not on screen mere­ 
ly to decorate it and giggle 
their way through the day’s 
high and low temperatures in 
various parts of Mother Russia. 
They are real meteorologists, 
who seriously discuss weather 
conditions and problems. And 
unlike their U.S. counterparts, 
male or female, they aren't 
ever razzed by the gang at the 
anchor desk.

The Old Bubble-Maker Believes 
He's Really A Jazzman At Heart 


NEW YORK (AP) — Lawr­ 
ence Welk 
A name synony­ 
mous with the accordion, pol­ 
kas, 
cham pagne 
bubbles, 
ceaseless smiles, brisk and for­ 
gettable music arrangements, 
fox trotting ancients and inno­ 
cent corn 
It therefore comes as a sur 
prise to learn the 71 -year-old 
master of the chest Steinway is 
a jazz nut who tried to play 
some jazz when he was begin­ 
ning, only to find his prairie 
audiences didn’t dig it 
“ I am, basically deep in my 
heart, a jazz musician, Dixie­ 
land .iazz," he says. “In my 
early life, I was buying all the 
Red Nichols records, the things 
by Miff Mole, Bix Beiderbecke, 
Frankie Trumbauer. right down 
the line. That’s my favorite 
type of music." 
Welk, whose career started in 
1925 with “George Kelly’s Peer­ 
less Entertainers,” was in New 
York to drum up business for 
his second book. “ Ah-One, Ah- 
Two,” the title taken from the 
familiar downbeat he’s given 
his band on television the past 
23 years. 
The book, put together with 
the 
help of writer 
Bernice 
McGeehan, chronicles how he 
kept his TV show afloat when 
ABC canceled it in 1971 after a 
16-year run. He started his TV 
career in 1955 on KTLA, a Los 
Angeles station 
Welk. who spoke in a soft, 
gentle voice which had only a 
hint of the German accent that 
makes him any mimic’s favor­ 
ite, observed with some satis­ 
faction that his syndicated TV 
show is on 251 stations this 
season 
As in the past three seasons, 
he said, he’ll do 32 shows this 
year, of which 20 will be repeat­ 
ed. with his “ Musical Family” 
of 29 musicians and 17 singers

,,s Martha Mitchell, 
Planning a Book! 
And Here’s What She’ll Write About 


“What hurts most, perhaps, is that 
she has seen daughter Marty just two times 
since last October—when Marty came by 
to pick up some clothes and when Martha 
went to her school.”

ith a Crusader’s zeal, the ir­ 
repressible Martha Mitchell 
— who used to be known 
around Washington as “the warbler of 
Watergate’’—is spilling it all in a book, 
telling what she knows and remembers 
of former President Nixon's crowd and 
cronies. 
Martha Mitchell feels she has an im- 
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portant story to tell—a story made still 
more valuable by the efforts to hide it 
from the public. And she’s telling it all 
to Winzola McLendon, who was once 
a writer for a Washington newspaper. 
Nobody, but nobody, is permitted in 
the room that houses the 16 boxes of 
material, including dozens of tapes. 
“I’m getting kind of paranoid about it 
all,” admits Winnie, who, until she 
started her big secret project with 
Martha, was known as a very easygoing 
and fun-loving gal. 
What’s it like to work with Martha 
Mitchell? 
Well, that’s just it. You have to be 
secretive. You have to know what name 
she is using that day. You have to be 
able to speak in code over the phone to 
make arrangements to meet. And when 
it comes down to it, to work with 
Martha Mitchell, you first have to catch 
her. You have to do a lot of adjusting. 
You have to wait for her moods. You 
have to know that in one hour—or after 
two good hours, if you’re lucky—she’ll 
fly off to something else. Or just get on 
the phone and stay and stay and stay. 
It isn’t easy to be Martha Mitchell’s 
collaborator, but the stakes are high, 
and Winzola McLendon knows it. If 
all goes well, her share might approach 
$500,000, with hardback and paper­ 
back rights—and that ain’t hay. 
Offers for the advance on the hard­ 
back alone have run as high as 
$500,000. Watergate and political espi­ 
onage and impeachment stories will 
fill more than two-thirds of the book. 
And Martha is proud to point out that 
she was one of the first, if not the first, 
to call for “Mr. President’s resignation.” 
According to the world’s two best 
sources (Martha and Winnie McLen­ 
don), these are some of the things the 
book will talk about (all these ver­ 
sions of what happened are Martha 
Mitchell’s own, passed along by her or 
Ms. McLendon): 
1. How Martha is convinced there was 
a plot to put her in a mental institution 
to ruin her credibility. And whose plot 
it was. 
2. Her version of how everyone be­ 
haved at the time of Watergate and who 
was phoning whom. 
3. Her version of that famous stab in 
the buttocks with a tranquilizer, to se­ 
date her, while she was being held a 
“political 
prisoner,” 
and how she 
smashed her fist through a glass door 
trying to escape. And how her calls for 


help were ignored. She will name the 
FBI agents she is sure she recognized 
there. 
4. Her version of how her daughter 
Marty was brainwashed and turned 
against her by her “jailers,” who let 13- 
year-old Marty see her when she was in 
disarray and her captors were supply­ 
ing her with liquor but practically no 
food. 
5. Her version of how her husband was 
changed from a liberal Democrat into a 
conservative Republican. At one point, 
Martha and Mr. Nixon were such dear 
friends that she traveled with him on 
his plane, and wanted to do even more 
campaigning than she was eventually to 
do. One story floating around Wash­ 
ington is that Martha, after a time, felt 
a little rejected by President Nixon, 
since she couldn't always reach him 
as easily as she reached reporters. 
Martha wanted to tell the President 
her ideas for his campaign, the rumors 
continue. 
6. How exhilarating and wonderful it 
felt, for a while at least, to have Mr. 
Nixon count on her to help him win re- 
election with her public appearances 
and speeches, and how he once told 
her enthusiastically, “Give 'em hell. 
Martha.” And then how it felt a little 
later, when she wouldn’t shut up about 
Watergate, to have a rumor spread that 
she was in a private psychiatric hospi­ 
tal in Connecticut that specializes in 
treating alcoholics, a place she says she 
has never even seen. 
7. How Mitchell tried to tell her of the 
political espionage that was planned for 
the campaign and how she was dis­ 
gusted by it and didn’t want to hear 
about it. And how she was convinced 
there was mpre than one copy of “Gem- 
stone,” the book that outlined the plans 
and which Jeb Magruder testified, he 
burned in his fireplace. 
8. How secrecy became her way of life 
after John left. Even her garbage 
was tampered with, she says, and she 
learned to foil the tamperers by tearing 
up her letters and putting part of each 
letter in the garbage one day, another 
part the next day, and the rest maybe a 
week later. She feels she has evidence 
that all her mail was tampered with. 
Most people think Martha was a 
poor little Cinderella whom Mitchell 
plucked from the ashes. Not so, says 
Winnie. “The book will show that Mar­ 
tha was a rich girl whose father, a

stockbroker in Pine Bluff, Ark., 
sent her on a grand tour of 
Europe when she was in college. 
And she was a girl who had her 
own carat 14.” 
The book will also tell how 
Martha first knew Bebe Rebozo 
when she was at the University 
of Miami and Bebe was the big 
man around town because he 
sported the biggest cai. Another 
famous name Martha knew in 
her early years was Sen. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright, with whom she 
used to play tennis. 
Most people don’t know, 
either, that Martha’s early am­ 
bition was to be an actress. Or 
that she suffers from various al­ 
lergies that have influenced her 
life-style. Or that she was really 
quite an athlete—a good tennis 
player and a better swimmer. 
She loves dancing, rates former 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird the best dancer in Wash­ 
ington. Small confession: She 
never danced with Nixon. Is she 
sorry? No. 


Why did 
Martha choose 
Winnie to do her book? For one 
thing, she feels Winnie saved 
her life once. They refuse to tell 
the story now, saying it will be 
in the book. 
Though Martha had been 
talking about writing a book for 
a long time, it was not until the 
morning Mitchell walked out of 
the house-or rather, that she 
woke up to find him gone—that 
she really decided to get going. 
After the shock wore off, some 
time in the afternoon of Sep­ 
tember 11, 1973, she picked up 
the phone and called Winnie, 
who was at home in Washing­ 
ton, dressing to go out. “Okay,” 
said Martha. “Let’s write that 
book.” She also told Winnie, 
“He’s gone. I’m alone and 
frightened and I don’t know 
what’s going on.” 
Winnie canceled everything 
and flew to New York to help 
Martha over the first difficult 
days. She stayed for weeks. 
When this reporter visited 
Martha and Winnie in a hotel 
suite in a small, out-of-the-way 
hotel 
in 
which 
they 
were 
working in Washington, since 
Martha refuses to work on the 
book at Winnie’s apartment, we 
paused to comment on how life 
will change after the book. 
“Every TV station will want 
you,” I said. “Everyone will 
want you.” 


Instead of looking happy, 
Martha suddenly turned almost 
tearful and said, “Do you think 
after what I say anyone will 
want me!” It was a statement, 
not a question. 
Looked at from one stand­ 
point, Martha is doing very well 
for herself. She has already 
proved herself an able co-host­ 
ess on various TV talk shows. 
She is on the way to having an 
important book, probably a best 
seller. But she is not happy. 
Though she lives, behaves and 
dresses regally, she does not 
seem to be enjoying her life. 
One moment she seems to be 
forcing herself to be cheerful. 
Then her lips quiver as she re­ 
members something, and a tear 
seems not far away. But then 
she pulls herself together again, 
laughs, and the sad moment is 
passed. 
One thing is certain: She is 
suspicious of new people. When 
the photographer appeared to 
take the pictures for this article, 
she asked, “Can we trust him?” 
She did trust this reporter be­ 
cause of stories she has covered 
in the past. Still, getting to Mar­ 
tha was a complicated thing be­ 
cause she travels under a code 
name. Not until the day of the 
interview was I given the name 
of her hotel, and then I was told 
to be in the lobby at a certain 
time and wait. 
Martha admits, too, that she 
is still bitter and that the bitter­ 
ness will come out in the book, 
first about how she was used in 
the Watergate matter, secondly 
about the break up of her mar­ 
riage, and thirdly about the 
alienation of her daughter. “I 
feel I’m just another casualty of 
what my husband called ‘the 
White House horrors,’” she 
said. 
What hurts most, perhaps, is 
that she has seen daughter 
Marty just two times since last 
October, first when Marty came 
by to pick up some clothes and 
then when Martha went to her 
private school. 
Of the first occasion, Martha 
says her daughter told her, “My 
father says a child only needs 
one parent. You don’t have a 
car and a chauffeur. You can’t 
take care of me!” 
Of the second occasion, Mar­ 
tha says that the teachers of the 
school will not let her see her 
daughter any more on 
orders of her husband.

People Quiz

Some Surprising Tilings About: 
Happiness 


True or False: Psychologists have searched for the completely 
happy individual, but have never found him. (See number 6) 


TRUE OR FALSE? 
1. Unhappy people don’t think happi­ 
ness is important. 
2. By simply focusing your mind on 
certain words, you can make yourself 
happier or less happy. 
3. Unhappy people think everybody 
else feels the same way. 
4. In any face-to-face conversation, 
there are telltale signs that reveal 
whether a person is happy or not. 
5. Many people are unhappy because 
they pretend to be something they’re 
not, instead of being themselves. 
6. Psychologists have searched for the 
completely happy individual, but have 
never found him. 


ANSWERS 
1. True. In a psychological study, in­ 
vestigators at one university had men 
and women students make daily rat­ 
ings of their happiness over a several- 
week period, keeping records on a ten- 
point happiness-unhappiness scale. The 
findings: 
Happy 
people 
evidenced 
markedly different attitudes and out­ 


looks and embraced a different set of 
values than the unhappy. They stressed 
the importance of happiness, inner 
peace, love of life, love of others and 
optimism. These considerations were 
not stressed by the unhappy. Instead, 
they emphasized the importance of be­ 
ing inner-directed, of justice being 
served, of all people (including them­ 
selves) being treated with fairness and 
rewarded according to their efforts. 
2. True. In one university study psy­ 
chologists requested both students and 
faculty to list the words that made them 
feel “happy” and those that had the 
opposite effect. Here are the words 
most frequently selected by both groups 
as “happy” stimulus words: 1) love, 2) 
friendship, 3) peace, 4) home, 5) 
music, 6) laughter, 7) beautiful. Run­ 
ners-up included food, smile, health, 
nature and fun. Words that tended to 
have the opposite effect included loneli­ 
ness, anger, pain, failure, war and tears. 
3. False. It’s the other way around. As 
one investigation has shown: “Extreme­ 
ly happy and unhappy people project 
happiness or unhappiness on others by 


contrast. Unhappy people view others 
as happy—and vice versa.” However, 
the study showed that except for the 
extremely happy, happy people view 
others as happy. 
4. True. Studies have shown that when 
a happy person is conversing with you 
he is likely to meet your gaze levelly 
and hold it for appreciable intervals 
without looking away. On the other 
hand, an unhappy individual tends to 
maintain eye contact only briefly. 
5. True. As F. Alexander Magoun, 
long-time professor of human relations 
at Massachusetts Institute of Technolo­ 
gy, observed in summing up his find­ 
ings, people who put up a false front, 
who adopt mannerisms and affectations 
designed to make people believe they 
are something they are not, “drift into 
the wrong positions, marry the wrong 
individuals, lead unhappy lives. They 
seldom realize that the trouble lies in 
their not being their true selves.” 
6. True-b u t they’ve come close to it. 
A team of university psychologists con­ 
ducted the search, which ultimately 
focused on one undergraduate who was 
made the subject of a three-year study 
by human-behavioral specialists. The 
conclusions were summed up as fol­ 
lows: Though others surpassed him in 
certain valued characteristics, “none 
equated him in genuine, consistent zest 
and happiness. His personality showed 
a steadfast optimism, supported by a 
lively, active orientation toward the 
world, love of human contact, and bal­ 
anced, mature judgment. We found 
only minor flaws in his well-being. One 
of the chief sources of his happiness 
was reasonable willingness to accept 
limitations . . . to tread the middle road 
between excess and deprivation with 
caution, intelligence and due 
regard for his fellowman.”

Tips on Feeding a Cat 


Contrary to popular opinion, cats do 
not always know what is good for 
them, so owners had better learn. 
Proper diet for a cat contains pro­ 
teins, fatty acids, minerals and 


vitamins, in correct proportions. 
You’d have to be a biochemist to 
devise a properly balanced cat diet 
from the family larder, so you’d 
better stick with quality commercial 


cat food, varying the flavors. This 
food comes canned and dry, and a 
mixture of both, night and morning, 
does very well for the adult cat. 
Kittens should be fed more often. 
Always provide fresh water. Cats 
love milk, but it is not essential to 
their diets and can sometimes be 
the cause of some intestinal 
problems. Occasional treats of 
cottage cheese, raw liver, heart or 
kidney are welcome. Always cook 
fish. Fresh greenery aids digestion. 
Avoid cold, sweet or highly seasoned 
foods; fish or poultry bones.

FW: What’s yours? 
KIRK: There are two main 
types: line producers, who look 
after the technical and organi­ 
zational aspects of movie mak­ 
ing, and creative producers, 
who have an idea, develop it in­ 
to a screenplay, get the cast to­ 
gether, work with the composer 
and editor. I consider myself a 
creative producer. 
FW: So how can you combine 
producing, starring and direct­ 
ing, as I understand you’ll do in 
your next film, “Posse.”
